ARMY SENT TO MACEDONIA. 


Twenty Thousand Redifs Dispatched 
to Monastir. 


Lonpon Times—New Yor«K TIMES 
Special Cablegram. 

LONDON, March 10.—The Constanti- 
nople correspondent of The Times sends 
word that 20,000 Rédifs from Asia and 
large supplies of amunition have been 
dispatched from the Turkish capital to 
Monastir. 


A dispatch sent from Constantinople on 

| Sunday, Feb. 7, which was apparently de- 
layed by the Turkish authorities, as it did 
not reach London till Feb. 12, stated that 
after the receipt'!by the Porte on the pre- 


vious Sunday of the report from its com- 
mercial agent at Rustchuk announcjng the 
formation of seven strong Bulgarian bands 
for pri operations in Macedonia, the 
Council of the Seraskierate decided, in prin- 
ciple, on calling out the reserves of the 
Second and Third Army Corps, which have 
their headquarters at Adrianople and Mon- 
astir, respectively. The whitef of the dis- 
patch added: ’ 

“The men of the reserves tot these two 
army corps are in the Asiatic provinces, 
and, although no step has as yet been taken 
to bring them to Europe, | learn that on 
Thursday the Admiralty was instructed to 
be prepared to receive orders for the trans- 
port of 300,000 men. Considerable impor- 
tance is attached to the attitude of the 
Porte in this matter, inasmuch as the mor 
bilization in prospect, although not neces4+ 
sarily involving serious complications, 
opens a wide door to eventualities very apt 
to beget them.” 

In a telegram dated Feb. 13 the Berlin 
correspondent of The London Times said 
that the Macedonian question was viewed 
in Berlin with the anxiety born of the de- 
sire to prevent at all cost anything like a 
crisis in the relations of Turkey with the 
powers, Everything was denied that would 
seem to indicate unusual military activity 
in Kuropean Turkey or in any of the neigh- 
boring States. The mobilization of the 
Second and Third Turkish Army Corps was 
declared to be out of the question, because 
their reserves would require to be trans- 
ported from Asia Minor by water. Nevyer- 
theless, it had been stated that the Turkish 
Admiralty had been instructed to be pre- 
pared to receive orders for the transport of 
300,000 men.

United States Minister’s Representa- 


tions Successful. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, March 9. — The 


United States Legation has finally ob- 


tuined official recognition. of the examina-. 


tions at the American Medical College, Bel- 
rut, on the same lines as the French ex- 
aminations, ahd also the settlement of the 
long-pending question in regard tp 
right of the wives and children of Arme- 
nians who have become naturalized Ameri- 


cans to leave the empire. They are now 
able to join their husbands and fathers in 
the United States without hindrance.

WASHINGTON, March 9.—The State De- 
partment has not been fully advised of 
; the concessions obtained from the Turkish 
Government by Minister Leishman. Tur- 
key had up to this point declined to recog- 
nize American medical diplomas, or even 
those issued to graduates from American 
institutions in Turkey, a fact which nat- 
urally greatly diminished their usefulness. 
An important concession from a humani- 
| tarfan point of view is that respecting the 
wives and cMildren of naturalized Arme- 
nians. The Turkish Government has here- 
tofore held that the wife of a Turkish sub- 
ject who is naturalized in America does 
not by that act become herself an Amerl- 
; can. International law admits the right of 
the woman to share. the condition of her 
j husband, and, while the United States 

Government has not set up the claim that 
under our own laws the wife becomes nat- 
uralized by the husband's act, it has con- 
tended that under the a of inter- 
national law referred to the Turkish Goy- 
ernment was not justified in detaining 
these women in Turkey. As for the chil- 
dren, even under American law they could 
not be claimed as American citizens unless 
they were actually resident in America 
when their fathers were naturalized, there- 
fore the concession of the Turki Govern- 
ment on these ints is considerable. 

The undertaking to recognize the Ameri- 
can educational, charitable, and religious 
establishments will, it is said, greatly en- 
large their usefulness and add much to 
their security, for there will hereafter be 
no question of their right to claim full rail- 
itary protection from the Turkish Gov- 
ernment if they are threatened in times 
of disturbance. 


FELL FAR, BUT IS ALIVE. 


Workman Had a Miraculous Escape 
from Death in Chateaugay Chas.

OGDENSBURG, N. Y., March 9.—Joseph 
Lacoy, a workman on the Chateaugay 
Chasm Dam job, had a miraculous escape 
from death to-day. He was at work on 
the bucket used in lowering materials into 


the chasm, when the “‘dog’’ was loosened, 
and the bucket started downward without 
the knowledge of those in charge. 

From the point to where it had been fnst- 
ened to the river bed below is estimated to 
be 125 feet. Through this space Lacoy 
made his plunge in the bucket, landing on 
the rocks below. Save from a severe shak- 
ing, the man escaped uninjured.

Waters of the Mississippi Spread 
Over Miles of Territory. 


Ohio River Over Its Banks — Boats 
Reaching Vicksburg Crowded 
with Refugees. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 9.—The river at 
this point*to-night shows 34.6 feet, and is 
rising. Weather conditions are similar 
over much of the vast area drained by the 
Mississippi and its tributaries from the 
head waters of the river to the Gulf, and 
reports from all points indicate heavy 
rains and swollen streams. It is upon 
this conditiqn and the fact that the levees 
bullt since the flood of 1897 have very ma- 
terially narrowed the territory over which 
the rivér can spread that a statément of a 
probable stage of 38 feet is based. 

The greatest stage ever recorded at Mem- 
phis was 37.3 feet, and it is thought that 
a greater stage ‘must cause much damage 
in the lowlands. The levees on both the 
east and the west sides of the Mississippi 
are being strengthened at all weak points. 


BATON ROUGE, La., March 9.—The riv- 
er at this poln hed 34 3-10 feet this 
evening, a rise tenths of a foot in 
the past twenty-fi hours. This is with- 
in six feet of the highest water of 1897. 

The water is now some inches above the 
base of the levees of Front Street. 


NATCHEZ, Miss., March 9.—There is 
great anxiety here through fear that the 
levees may be cut to save property on 
the other side of the river. This danger is 


as much a source of een as are 
the high stage of the river and the water 
which is yet to come. 

The Mississippi at this 
above the danger line and rising. Heavy 
rains are of daily occurrence. The ground 
is watersoaked, and all of the water is go- 
ing into the river. 


VICKSBURG, Miss., March 9.—At 9 
o’clock to-night the river gauge was 47 
feet, a rise of two-tenths in ten hours. The 
United States lighthouse tender or 
Henry arrived from points below this aft- 
ernoon, and her officers report that there 
is still plenty of room between the water 
surface and the crown of the levees. Capt. 
Leonard states that he has never seen the 
levees tn such excellent shape. 

Every boat arriving in port is crowded 
with refugees, and many others are coming 
in on rafts and in skiffs, 

Railroad schedules are badly disarranged, 


JACKSON, Miss., March 9.—News from 
the Mississippi River front is that the situ- 
ation is alarming. The Levee Board is' in 
session at Clarksdale, and word was re- 
ceived here to-day that an overflow is cer- 
tain. The levées are in better shape, high- 
er and stronger than ever, exces n one or 
two places, and are being carefully guard- 
ed. ane Levee Board ‘fs hiring all the labor 
possible.

Reports from below Cairo say that 
Pa are removing with all live stock to 
1igh ground. The area covered by water 
below Cairo extends for miles each way 
and the water is rapidly spreading. The 
record high-water mark at Cairo is 5z.2 
feet, registered on Feb. 26, 1884. 


ST. LOUIS, March 9.—One fundred fami- 
lies living below Alton, IIL, have been sen- 
dered homeless and many have lost their 
belongings as a result of the rise in the 
Mississippi River. The river also threatens 
to inundate the fine farming lands 0.: Mis- 
souril Point, across the river, and farmers 
and stock men are. preparing to move. 

Hundreds of farmers living in the low- 
lands about Harrisburg, Ill, have been 
forced to move by the rising of Saline and 
Bankston Creeks, some abandoning stock 
to the flood. For miles the country there- 
abouts is a vast sheet of water. Reports 
from Hannibal, Mo., state that the upper 
Mississippi is sending down great volumes 
of water, and the river is higher for this 
time of the season than for years. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 9.—The 
rainfall here in the past forty-eight hours 
was 2% inches, and is general over the 
Tennessee River system. ributaries above 
here are swollen. 


DAMAGE IN THE OHIO VALLEY. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 9.—The Ohio 
River was stationary at noon to-day with 
the gauge five inches above the danger 
line. A further rise is expected. The water 
oot up into Fourth treet durin the 
night, floog@ing many basements and cut- 
ting off the entrance to the Kentucky and 
Indiana elevated railroad. 

A dispatch from English., Ind., reports 
much damage done by the Blue River. 

The English Stave Company lost several 
thousand feet of lumber, and the merchants 
of the lower part of the town have suf- 
fered heavy losses. 


CINCINNATI, March 9.—Contrary to ex- 
pectations raised by the heavy rain of 
Saturday and Saturday night, the Ohio 
River began falling again last night, and 
was still talling to-day, at the rate of a 
tenth of a foot an hour. Bassler, the fore- 
cast official, says: 

“The Ohio is rising from Pittsburg to 
below Portsmouth. The Kanawha «and 
other tributaries are rising. More rain is 
expected, and it is impossible to predict the 
total amount of rise anywhere at this time. 
Tuesday the river will be rising at Cin- 
cinnati, and will continue to rise through- 
out the week.”’ 

The rise since yesterday at Point Pleas- 
ant was 3.4; at Cattlettsburg, 0.9; Ports- 
mouth, 0.5. Rivermen here predict the stage 
at Cincinnati will not exceed $4 feet, which 
| will cause but little if any interference 
with railroad traffic. 


FLOODS IN CENTRAL NEBRASKA. 

LINCOLN, Neb., March 9.—Ice gorges in 
the Platte River and itd tributaries have 
caused serious floods in Central Nebraska, 
especially in and near the towns of Schuy- 
ler, Columbus, and Genoa. Aconee, a vil- 
lage on the Loup, is surrounded by water, 
and many inhabitants have been forced to 
abandon their homes. 

Railroad traffic is badly demoralized. The 
Union Pacific bridge across the Loup west 
of Columbus has gone out, and the track 
for a mile and a half is washed away. Traf- 
fic on the Union Pacific west of there is 
entirely tied up. The’ Burlington bridge 
across the Platte, two miles east of Colum- 


bus, is washing away. ht have

ILLINOIS RIVER OVER BANKS.

PEORIA, Ill., March 9.—The Illinois River 
is over eight feet higher at this point than 
one year ago, the gauge to-night register- 
ing 1814 feet above low water mark. The 
lowlands for a distance of ten miles be- 
tween this city and Pekin are inundated, 
the farmers residing on them have 
been forced to abandon their homes. 
Reports from up-river points are that 
the stream is rising, and much damage has 
been done to the farms along the river 


banks. The water is almost up to the 
tracks of the Peoria and Pekin terminal 
railway at Hollis, midway between this 
city and Pekin, and continuance of the 
rise two days longer at the present rate 
will cause a wash-out. 


WEATHER BUREAU’S BULLETIN. 

WASHINGTON, March 9.—The Weather 
Bureau this morning issued the following 
special river bulletin: 

“The heavy rains of Saturday and Sun- 
day have materially increased the volume 
of water in the Ohio and Mississippi Riv- 
ers and their principal tributaries. Danger 
line stages prevail from Cincinnati to New 
Orleans, The greatest height above the 
danger line is at Evansville, viz., 6.8 feet. 
At Memphis the rise continues steadily at 
the rate of one or two tenths of a foot in 
twenty-four hours, while at New Orleans 
the stage this morning is 18.1, a rise of ; 
0.5 during the last twenty-four hours and 
within 1,4 foot of the highest water of 
record. The Mississippi above Cairo ig ris- 
ing rapidly. The Arkansas is also rising, 
while the White, Black, and Red Rivers 
are now at flood stage. 

“ Another disturbance over the upper 
Missouri Valley threatens to cause more 
rain Tuesday and Wednesday in the Ohio 
and Lower Mississippi Valleys. If this rain 
should fall in_ considerable quastity, it 


would still rther intensif ood condi-

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 9.—Two gifts 
have just been announced for Harvard 
which are unique in the history of the 
university. One is a scholarship in mem- 
ory of a student hero, and the other is an 
endowment fund for the care of poor stu- 
dents who are taken ill and carried to the 
Stillman Infirmary.

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OIL EXPLOSIONS KILL 
QUDRE OF PEOPLE 


Blazing Fluid Rains Fire on 


Crowd at Olean, N. Y. 


Burning Wreck Attracts Hundreds 
When Tank Cars Burst—Sheets 
of Flame Instantly En- 
velop. Spectators. 


OLEAN, N. Y., March 9.-—A .score or 
more people were killed and a larger num- 
ber were injured by an explosion of oil 
near here to-night. 

A freight train on the Erie, made up 
principally of tank cars filled with oil, 
broke in two north of the city at about 9 
o’clock. The two sections of the train came 
together with a crush and one of the oil 
tarks was demolished. 
almost instantly and the sky was lighted 


! up for miles, 


A large crowd of people left this city for 
the scene of the fire. While they were lined 
up along the tracks a terrific explosion oc- 
curred. The flames communicated quickly 
with the other tank.cars and a second and 
third explosion followed each other in rapid 
succession. Sheets of flames shot out fn all 
directions. 

Scores of persons were caught within the 
zone of the fire and enveloped in flames. 
Men and boys ran screaming down the 
tracks with their clothing a sheet of flame. 
Others fell where they stood, overcome by 
the awful heat. Just how many were 
killed is not known, as many of the bodies 
were incinerated. 

Sydney Fish, a prominent business man, 
returned from the scene of the fire at mid- 
night. He said: 

“TI was attracted to the scene of the fire 
between 9:30 and 10 o'clock. When I was 
within a quarter of a niile of the wrecked 
train there was a terrific explosion. Flames 
shot outward and upward for a great dis- 
tance. 

“I saw several persons who started to 
run away drop on the railroad tracks, and 
they never moved again. Others who had 
been’ standing close to the wreckage were 
hurled through the air for hundreds of 
feet. .The scene was awful. Half a dozen 
young boys ran down the tracks with their 
clothing on fire. They resembled human 
torches.. I could hear their agonized 
ecreams dtstinctly from where I stood. 

“ They ran some distance down the track 
and then threw thmselves to the ground, 
grovelling in the ditches in their frantic 
efforts to extinguish the flames. Then 
they lay still, some of them unconscious, 
others dead. I don’t know how many were 
killed, but I counted twenty bodies before 
I game away.” 

Word was at once sent fo Qlean Police 
Headquarters by telephone. Every doctor 
ard ambulance tn fhe ety was-stiimoned.

At midnight the first of the wounded ar- 
| rived at the hospital. They were four 
young boys. Their injuries were frightful. 
Great patches of flesh were burned off and 
hung in shreds from their bodies. 


DEAD MAY NUMBER 


A& report just brought in from the scene 
of the accident says twenty-two bodies have 
been taken from the wreckage. Some of 
them are burned beyond recognition, only 
the trunks and skulls remaining. 

It will be difficult to ascertain the names 
of a great many of the dead to-night, as 
their bodies were burned to ashes in the 
intense heat. A canvass is being made of 
the city as rapidly as possible to find out 
the names of persons who are missing. 

As these missing persons turn up, if they 
do, their names will be eliminated, and in 
the end a complete list of those who lost 
their lives will be secured. But this will 
take time. Besides, there was great excite- 
ment in the city, and the streets were 
thronged with people until long after mid- 
night. 

Warge crowds gathered at the hospital, 
and the faces of the injured were anxiously 
scanned as they were borne into the build- 
ing on stretchers. Heartrending scenes 
were witnessed when one of the poor, blis- 
tered bodies was recognized by a father or 
a mother or a brother, and it was with 
difficulty that the people were restrained 

from invading the operating room.

PECULIAR BILLS IN HAWAII. 


Legislators Would Exempt Natives 
from Taxation and Curtail the Pow- 
ers of Health Authorities. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, ‘March 09.—A,cablegram from 
Honolulu says that there is no lack of freak 
legislation by the New Hawaiian Legisla- 
ture. Favorite bills are those which ex- 
empt the natives from taxation by placing 
their property under an exemption clause. 

Bills have been introduced already for a 
repeal of all taxes which might affect the 
natives, including the income tax and the 
poll tax. One man has introduced a bill re- 
pealing all the laws pertaining to leprosy; 
another a measure permitting all persons 
to treat leprosy, and a third a bill to pro- 
hibit persons afflicted with leprosy or tu- 
berculosis from remaining in the Territory. 

Another bill has been introduced provid- 
ing for a pension for Queen Liliuokalani, 
and in the Senate there is a bill to ‘ en- 


courage the cultivation of castor oil."" Most 
of the measures are aimed at the Board of 
Health, as the natives are determined. to 
curtail the powers of that body.

GOLD DISCOVERY IN MONTANA. 


Old Bed of the Missouri River Near 
Helena Yields Rich Gold-Bear- 
ing Sand. 


Special to The New York Times. 

HELENA, Montana; March 9.—In an old 
bed of the Missouri River, fifteen miles 
east of Helena, rich gold-bearing sand, 
which also contains sapphires and rubies, 
has been found.. Samples of the sand were 
| brought to Helena for testing, and so 
gratifying were the returns that J. H. 
Cowan at once departed for the East to 
confer with stockholders of his company 
with a view-to determining upon future 
mining work. 

Cc, P. Vanwort, one of the best known 
early day placer miners of the State, said: 

“Cowan brought in seven sacks of the 
sand, weighing 373 pounds. One sack went 
about 40 cents and another, $1.50. In one 
sack were also found more than fifty sap- 
phires and one ruby. The seven samples 
Ylelded $7.50 in gold.”” Mr. Vanwort said 
that in his opinion the discovery was a 
very important one. ‘“ Just imagine,” he 
said, *‘ tunneling in and washing that en- 
tire old river bed thirty feet deep! ”’ 

Under the direction of Mr. Cowan a tun- 
nel was driven for several hundred feet 
before the old bed was encountered. It 
was found that the sediment is thirty feet 
deep. The scene of the discovery is near 
Confederate Guich, an acre of whose sand 
in the early days produced more than 
31,000,000 in gold. 


CANADIAN PACIFIC STRIKE. 


Railway Refuses to Accept Terms of 
the Men and the Conflict May 
Be Extended. 


Special to The New York Times. 

VICTORIA, B. C., March 9.—There is no 
sign of a settlement of the strike of the 
Canadian Pacific freight handlers. An an- 
swer to a proposal made by the strikers on 
Saturday was received to-day. It does not 
concede the demands of the men, and the 
strike may spread. 

At the request of the Vancouver Board of 
Trade the strikers submitted their terms to 
Superintendent Marpole. These were that 
the strikers should all be taken back with- 
out discrimination; that no discrimination 
should be shown toward the stevedores and 
others who-had ceased work out of sym- 
pathy with the striking freight handlers, 
and that the United Brotherhood of Rail- 
way Employes should be recognized and 
that their committee should be received by 
officials of the railroad when they had 


grievances. 

These terms were telegraphed to Montreal 
to the head office of the company. The 
text of the answer received is not an- 
nounced. Mr. Marpole this afternoon made 
the announcement, however, that the com- 
pany has no objection to employes gener- 
ally becoming members of unions, but it 
cannot permit officers who have charge of 
a number of members of unions or depart- 
mental or clerical officers who are in the 
position to give confidential information of 
the company’s business to become members 
of unions, The company considers the pres- 
ent strike to be unjustifiable, but promises 
to return the strikers"to their original posi- 
tions except in cases where those places 
have been filled. 

Mr. Estes, acting for the strikers, again 
called out the men at Calgary and Winni- 
peg after this announcement, and said he 
would extend ‘the strike to Montreal and 
make a fight to the finish. 

Two carloads of Eastern freight handlers 
are reported to have been brought in to 
fil} the places of the. strikers. eantime 
the teamsters and others threaten to go out 
_in sympathy... Merchants. here, in conse- 
quence of the teanisters’ attitude, are them- 
selves handling goods, drawing them fn their 
own vans from the station to the stores. 
The Vancouver Board of Trade is still en- 
deavoring to settle the matter. 


GAS COMBINATION FAVORED. 


Massachusetts State Board Recommends 
the Consolidation of the Bos- 
ton Companies. 


BOSTON, March 9.—A recommendation 
for the consolidation of all the Boston gas 
companies is made by the State Board of 
Gas and Electric Light Commissioners in 
its annual report which was received by 
the General Court to-day. The board holds 
that the consolication will safeguard the 
interests of consumers and investors alike, 
and give assurance of a successful applica- 
tion of the policy of the Commonwealth 
toward its public service corporations. 

Regarding the organization of the Massa- 
chusétts gas companies the report says: 

“The creation of this trust was apparent- 
ly Gue in part to the evident necessity for 
a reorganization of the New England Gas 
and Coke Company, or readjustment of its 
affairs. The new association has acquired 
all, or practically all, the stock and bonds 
of the New England Gas ahd Coke Com- 


pany. 

“Tt ought net to be overlooked that this 
association, as we understand its purposes, 
seeks to be only a holding or financing con- 
cern and not a manufacturing company in 
any respect. Having no incorporation un- 
der the laws of the Commonwealth, it is in 
no respect subject to that supervision or 
control which the State has extended over 
regular incorporations engaged in the man- 
ufacture or sale of gas to the public, and is 
in no respect directly entitled to any of the 
Seneey which may arise from such super- 
vision."’ 


CONGRESSMAN STRANGELY ILL. 


Ollie James of Kentucky Partly Par- 
alyzed After Taking Treatment \ 
for His Eyes.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 9.—Olile 
James, Representative from the First Ken- 
tucky Congressional District, is dangerously 
iN at his home, in Marton, suffering with a 
disease that so far has baffled his physi- 
cians. 

He spent a few weeks recently in Louis- 
ville, taking treatment for an eye affliction, 
and suffered a slight attack of the grip.

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SOUTHERN PACIFIC FIGHT. 


Harrriman Interests Declare 
War on Keene Pool. 


Majority Faction Against Dividends 
Now, But Such Action May Not 
Await Completion of all 
Improvements. 


After much skirmishing, accompanied by 
various rumors of pacific agreements, the 
majority faction of the Southern Pacific 
stockholders, meaning the Harriman in- 
terests, has finally declared war on th¢@ 
dissenting minority holders, which are 
composed largely of the Keene Southern 
Pacific pool. Fhe impending fight between 
these large interests is one of the clouds 
which have been hanging over the stock 
market, and unless the statements made 
yesterday by Union Pacific representatives 
prove incorrect, or unless the minority in- 
terests should withdraw their opposition, 
it is not likely that this cloud will be re- 
moved within the next few months. 

The underlying trouble, according to the 
best information obtainable in Wall Street 
yesterday, is the effort of the Southern 
Pacific pool to get out of a very bad hole 


into which it fell when it endeavored to 
boost Southern Pacific stock. The cost of 
this hole to the members of the pool so 
far is said to have been at least $2,800,000, 
estimating the pool holdings at 400,000 
shares and the cost price at about 71 as” 
against the market value of 63% at the 
close. 
There is, however, involved in the dis- 
agreement the broader question as to how 
far the majority interests should be per- 
mitted to go in ignoring the ideas of mi- 
nority interests. 
The demand at the present moment ig 
urgent for the declaration of a dividend, 
The minority holders claim that the road’s 
earnings have been so tremendous that it 
is only right that a dividend should be de-+ 
clared, in view of the fact that the stock? 
holders have been waiting for years for 
some return on their investment. The 
minority interests aver that with such 
earning power the Southern Pacific would 
have no difficulty in borrowing enough 
money to carry out all necessary improve- 
ments; that there was no reason why the 
policy pursued successfully by the Penns 
sylvania Railroad could not be pursued by 
| he Southern Pacific with equal success, 
and that there was no reason why, undéf 
these circumstances, some change should 
not be made in the management unless it 
was willing to meet the minority demands 
in some way. 

That the Union Pacific management at 
this time has no idea of making any con- 
cessions was brought out clearly in the 
following statement made by a representa- 
tive of the Union Pacific Railway: 
|.“ It is-oer belief that the Southern Pa- 
eific’is not now in a position to either as- 
sume new fixed charges or to pay divi- 
dends. Its bonded indebtedness is already 
large in proportion to other railways simi- 
larly situated, to say nothing of its capital 
stock, which is enormous. Vhen we took 
hold of the road it was in a very poor con- 
dition, and great improvements were need- 
ed in order to place it on a competing basis 

| with its rivals. These improvements are 
by no means completed. 

“It may take two years to carry them 
through, but it may take less. After that 
time the road will be in a condition which 
will, if kept up, so enlarge its earnings that 
stockholders will receive a steady return 
on their investment. This, however, does 
not exclude the possibility of the road's 
declaring a stock dividend before that time 
as a partial recompense to the stockholders. 

“So far as any threats of action against 
the road or attacks on Mr. Harriman per- 
sonally_are concerned, we care nothing for 
them. We will do what we think is right, 
and we know of no court that has ever 
forced a railroad company in similar cir- 
cumstances to declare a dividend. If the 
minority holders do not like our manage- 
ment, let t em throw us out at the coming 
election if they can.”’ 

That it will not be an easy matter to 
throw out the «iarriman control is shown 
by the fact thy. of the $200,000,000 capital 
stock of the ZvJuthern Pacific, the Unien 
Pacific owns $90,000,000, and Mr. Harri- 
man’s friends own $20,000,000 more. An at- 
tempt to prevent the Union Pacific from 
voting on this stock would hardly be suc- 
cessful, as the stock could be transferred 
to any of the subsidiary lines, for instance, 
the: Oregon Railway and Navigation Com- 
pany, at short notice. 

The aeration was made yesterday that 
75,000,000 of the Southern Pacific stock 
was pledged under the 4 per cent. convert- 
ible mortgage of the Union Pacific, and 
that it therefore could not be transferred, 
The mortgage, however, contains a special 
provision permitting such a withdrawal 
providing that securities to one-half the 
par value of the Southern Pacific stock 
are substituted. Among the securities 
which may so be substituted are securities 
of the various subsidiary roads of the 
Union Pacific. 

The point was also raised that delay in

LABOR MEN ATTACK 
WABASH INJUNCTION 


Brotherhoods Deny That Their Ac- 
tions Were Unlawful. 


Grievances Originated with Employes 
of the Railroad and They Acted 
as Representatives Only, 

They Declare. 


ST. LOUIS, March 9.-.Officers of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen and of 
the Brotherhood of’ Locomotive Firemen 
to-day moved for a dissolution of the in- 
junction restraining them from ordering a 
strike on the Wabash Railway. The mo- 
tion and an answer to the bill filed by the 
company were presented to Judge Elmer 
B. Adams in the United States District 
Court this morning. 

Ex-Judge W. T. Irwin of Peoria, Ill.; E. 
J. Pinney of Cleveland, and John H. Mur- 
puy of Denver appeared as counsel for the 
brotherhoods. Atter they had filed their 
papers Judge Adams announced that at 10 
o'clock to-morrow morning he would set a 
time for arguments. 

The answer filed contains about 15,006 
words, Specific denial is made that the 
Wabash Railway was ever a union or 4 
brotherhood road, employing exclusively 
union or brotherhood members in its serv- 
ice, or that the organizations involved in 
this proceeding ever made any demand or 
attempt to compel the railway to place 
any restrictions upon its employes as to 
their connection with any brotherhood or 
union. It specifically denies that such or- 
ganizations in any way engaged in the 
Pullman Palace Car employes’ strike in 
1894, 

It admits that the Wabash Company 
néver made any distinction in the selec- 
tion of its employes as to whether they 
were members of any brotherhood or union. 
It denies, however, all allegations that the 
Wabash Company never had any complaint 
from its employes respecting wages and 
rules since 1894, 

The employes in the’several lines of serv- 
ice, it declares, have for years had griev- 
ances and differences with respect to wages 
and regulations governing service. This 
controversy arises, it alleges, not only 
from complaints of members of the re- 
spective brotherhoods, but from the ranks 
of the employes not members of the broth- 
erhouds involved in the injunction proceed- 
ings. 


BLAMES THE WABASH OFFICIALS. 


The several employes engaged in the 
train service of the company have fre- 
quently presented their grievances to the 
Wabash officials for adjustmept and set- 
tlement, the answer continues, and these 
officers have persistently refused to con- 
sider or discuss such grievances with its 
employes or make any reasonable perma- 
nent rules or regulations governing the 
service’ of their respective employes. 

This continued vacillating policy on the 
uart of the officials of the company, it is 


said, finally culminated in the presentation 
of the qirevencee and complaints to the 
several boards of adjustment and Griev- 
ance Committees of the two labor organi- 
zations about four months ago. Commit- 
tees have since been in St. Louis endeavor- 
ing to take these matters of complaint up 
with President Joseph Ramsey, Jr., of the 
Wabash Company. 

During that period they have been grant- 
ed brief interviews only at three different 
times, it is alleged, and at each interview 
they were put off by some alleged excuse 
or other and were compelled to leave with- 
out any satisfaction or definite understand- 
ing as to what the officers of the road 
would do with reference to such complaints. 
‘The defendants deny that the two organi- 
zations have unlawfully or. maliciously 
conspired, combined, or. confederated to- 
gether to force the complainant to Yrécog- 
nize them, as representing and controlling 
its employes in all their relations with the 
complainant. They deny that any demand 
or qrane’ has been made to compe! the 
Wabash Railroad lines to become and be 
operated as exclusively union or brother- 
hood roads. 

It is denied that any attempt or demand 
has ever been made by these organizations 
to prevent the Wabash from adjusting any 
differences or controversy directly with its 
employes, or in-any way compel the com- 
plainant to discharge or discriminate 
optus any person not a member of either 
of said organizations. 

It is denied that these organizations in 
any way unlawfully or maliciously attempt- 
ed to induce or compel employes of the 
Wabash to quit its service in violation of 
any contract or agreement of employment, 
or that any of the defendants at any time 
or in any way unlawfully conspired to at- 
tempt maliciously to interfere with or pre- 
vent the operation of Wabash trains. 


NO INTERFERENCE WITH LAW. 


Allegations that the organizations at- 
tempted to prevent the railroad from car- 
rying out any of its contracts with ship- 
pers for the transportation of property, or 
in any way to prevent the complainant 
from affording reasonable, proper, and 
equal facilities for the interchange of traf- 
fic between its railroads and other lines of 
railroads connecting therewith are denied. 
The defendants, it is also declared, did not 
attempt in any manner to conspire to pre- 
vent connecting lines of railways from in- 
terchanging traffic with and affording like 
facilities to the complainants, as required 
by the Inter-State Commerce act of the 
United States, and as required by its al- 
leged agreements between the complain- 
= company and the connecting raltway 

nes. 

It is denied that the defendants com- 
bined to compel the Wabash and its con- 
nectinng lines or their employes to violate 
the Inter-State Commerce act, or any 
agreement with reference thereto; or to 

revent the Wabash from carrying mails 

n accordance with any contracts existing 
between the United States and the com- 
plainant, or that they conspired to prevent 
or obstruct the Wabash in the discharge of 
its duty as common carrier with respect 
to the State and ‘“inter-State commerce 


laws, 
It is denied that the Wabash will be sub- 


jected to a multiplicity of suits and prose- 


cutions resulting in their irreparable loss 
and damage by reason of any act on the 
part of the defendants, as alleged in the 
bill of complaint. 

The officers of the brotherhoods specifi- 
cally deny that within two years past, or 
at any other time, they unlawfully and 
maliciously conspired to induce several 
hundred of the employes of the Wabash 
to become members of the organizations. 

They state that they have invited cer- 


tain and manv of the employes to become: 


members of their respective organizations 
for the purposes, as set out in the consti- 
tution and by-laws of the organizations, 
and not for any other purposes. They deny 
that such invitation or request was unlaw- 
ful or malicious, or the result of any con- 
spiracy to injure the complainant or its 
employes. 


REPUDIATE COERCION CHARGES. 


They deny that together with various 
employes of the Wabash, who are officers 
of their organizations. within the past year, 
or at any other time, they unlawfully 
egmbined and agreed with each other, that 
fn case the Wabash refused, to recognize 
said labor organizations as controlling in 


ali matters concerni the company’s em- 

loyes, that they would order and require 
he employes of the complainant to strike 
and quit the company’s service, and tie 
up its lines of railroad in the United States 
or enforce such strike by preventing said 
employes from returning to work, or others 
from taking their places, or preventing its 
connecting lines and their employes Booms 
interchanging traffic with complainant 
through intimidation, fear, coercion, or 
other unlawful means. 

All charges of unlawful conspiracy, com- 
binations, confederations, or other unlawful 
contriving together whatsoever, or any 
intent to do or perform any unlawful act 
or thing whatsoever are denied. 

Allegations that they represented to cer- 
tain of the Wabash employes that they 
would get an increase of wages for them 
are denied, but it is admitted that the offi- 
cers of the organization represented to the 
company that many of its employes were 
dissatisfied with the amount of wages paid 
to them. and regulations governing their 
employment,

It 
is denied that any attempt was made to 
induce a strike by letters or circulars. If 
any inflammatory jetters or circulars were 
sent out, it is asserted, it was not done 
by any committee or officer of these labor 
ocgantantions or by their approval or con- 
sent. 


DEFENSE OF THE BROTHERHOODS. 

It is declared that the brotherhoods are 
voluntary beneficial associations, organ- 
ized.for the purpose of uniting their mem- 


bers and elevating their social, moral, and 
intellectual standard, and for the protec- 
tion of their interests and promotion of 
their general welfare. It is the aim of the 
brotherhoods to cultivate a spirit of har- 
mony among the members upon the basis 
of equity and justice, and that the car- 
dinal principles are protection, charity, so- 
briety, and industry. 

With the answer were filed copies of the 
constitutions, by-laws, rules, and regula- 
tions of the brotherhoods. Then follows a 
lengthy description of the manner under 
the by-laws and constitutions in which 
complaints shall be received and investi- 

ated, and the proceedings that shall be 
ollowed in endeavors to effect the settle- 
ment, 

The defendants state that all differences 
and grievances now in controversy be- 
tween the employes and the Wabash Com- 
pany were initiated from the ranks of the 
employes and presented to the respective 
Grievance Committees from time to time, 
and were by the Grievance Committees pre- 
sented to the \officials of the Wabash il- 
way, and that they were unable to settle 
the same, and were referred to the joint 
protective board. 

Then foll)ws a transcript of the records 
of the proceedings of the protective board 
at their meeting in St. Louis in November, 
1902, and January, 1908, in their efforts to 
effect a settlement of grievances. After 
each of the boards of the respective or- 
ganizations had attempted to nae dif- 
ferences and had failed to accomplish their 
intentions it was agreed that they should 
thereafter work together jointly for the 
good of all the parties whom they repre- 
pented. 

record was kept of all proceedings of 
the joint committees and bards, and the 
transcript of this record is filed. Letters 
that passed between President Ramsey and 
the committee having the adjustment of 
grievances in charge are also included in 
the answer. 

The defendants also state that durin 
their attempts to adjust differences wit 
Mr. Ramsey it was said by him that he re- 
ceived them only as individuals, and re- 
fused to consider the grievances as being 
presented by representatives of their or- 
ganizations.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 9.—Impo:-

RICH MAN’S SON GOES TO SEA.

Robert McFarlin’s Heir Fell Out of His 
Hammock Six Times the 
First Night. 


Intense love for the open sea has led 
James F. McFarlin, renowned football 
player of Cornell University and son of 
Robert McFarlin, retired banker and manu- 
facturer of Webster, N. Y., to pass an ex- 
amination for a petty officer's berth in the 
United States Navy in spite of parental 
opposition, He is now getting his sea legs 
on board the old cruiser Columbia, which 
for many months has béén tied to the 
dock at the Brooklyn Navy Yard as a re- 
ceiving ship. : 

Young McFarlin, who: is twenty-four 
years old, nearly six feet tall, and weighs 
200 pounds or more, told of his first night's 
experience at the Brooklyn Young Men's 
Christian Association last night. He fell 
out of his hammock six times, he said, and 
in fact he would no sooner drop off to 
sleep than he would drop out on the deck, 
In the morning he got a leave of absence 
from the commander of the vessel and 
went to the Hotel St. Denis, where he 
engaged, on the word of the manager, the 
softest, downiest bed in the establishment 
and slept sixteen hours, which, barring the 
time for travel, consumed his holiday. 

Mr. McFarlin admitted last night that his 
father was one of the richest men in his 
section of the State. He himself was grad- 
uated from Cornell with the class of 1900, 
but had declined the commercial career that 
his father had cut out for him, alluring 
though it would have seemed to most. He 
said he joined the navy for the experience 
a few years of the life would give him, and 
added that he believed he would accustom 
himself to the features of shipboard life, 
with the possible exception of sleeping in 
hammocks, within a very short time. 


NEGRO’S _APPEAL FAILS. 


Supreme Court Decides Murderer’s In- 
dictment by White Grand Jury 
Was Regular. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—The Unjted 
Statcs Supreme Court to-day affirmed the 
opinion of the Supreme Court of South 
Carolina in the case of John Brownfield vs. 
the State of South Carolina. Brownfield is 
a negro, who resides in South Carolina, and 


was convicted of murder. He al‘eged that 
he had been denied the equal protection of 
the law under the Constitution, because not- 
withstanding four-fifths of the people of 
the community are colored, all negroes were 
excluded from the Grand Jury by which he 


was indicted. 

Justice Holmes, who delivered the opin- 
ion of the court, said there is no proof of 
the allegation, and therefore sustained the 
judgment of the State Court, which was ad-

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WSS KATE HIGKE 
- GUILTY OF PERJURY 


Convicted Woman Faints When 
Verdict Is Rendered. 


Story of Old Suit in Which, an Excom- 
municated Priest Figured Brought 
Out in the Trial—The Woman 
a Musician and Linguist. 


Miss Kate Thedford Hickie, who has fig- 
ured as principal in many sensational law- 
suits in the past, notably those against the 
Dominican Fathers, was convicted on a 
charge of perjury yesterday before Re- 
corder Goff, in the Court of General Ses- 
sions. She was remanded for sentence until 
Friday. The maximum penalty for the of- 
fense is five years in State prison. 

Miss Hickie who has been in the Tombs 
in default of bail for upward of four 
months, and is said to be in poor health, 
Was unnerved when she heard the verdict. 
She fell back in a faint in the arms of her 
counsel, Col. Hare, and it took some time 
before she recovered sufficiently to be re- 
moved from the courtroom, She has rela- 
tives of wealth and standing in this city, 
but there was not a single one of these in 
the courtroom. 

The convicted woman is an accomplished 
musician and linguist, and is somewhat of 
an artist as well. Her father at one time 
was the Secretary and closest friend of 
Daniel O'Connell, the Irish patriot. She 
received her education in a convent in Ire- 
land, but came to this country in her early 
youth. Here she has earned a livelihood 
by giving instruction in foreign languages 
and music, 

The woman has brought law suits of re- 
markable character against persons with 
whom she has come in contact. She has 
even brought suit against her own sister, 
the wife of a Mr. Johnson, who conducts a 
novelty store in the Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
and who has been her best friend and on 
several occasions given her financial aid 
when she found herself in straitened 
circumstances. In many of these suits 
priests and dignitaries of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church have figured as defendants. 

Her present troubles grew out of a suit 
for $500, which she brought in the Bighth 
Municipal District Court last August 
against Mrs. Jennie A, Kuttengen, who 
conducts a boarding house at 120 West 


Twenty-first Street, From 1893 until 1901 
she boarded with Mrs, Kuttengen, and dur- 
ing all that time she never paid for more 
than three weeks’ board. In the Spring of 
1001 she was given a letter containing $40 
to mail to a sister of Mrs. Kuttengen, who 
lives in the South. The letter reached its 
Gestination, but there was no money in it. 
Miss Hickie was then told to leave the 
house, and Mrs. Kuttengen failed to recog- 
nize her when she met her in the street. 

Miss Hickie then brought the civil suit. 
She produced a contract purporting to 
have been signed by the owner of the 
on house, containing an agreement 
to pay her the amount of $500 for services 
as private secretary. The document did 
not contain the signature of any witnesses. 
The suit was decided against her, and the 
document is declared to be a forgery. Miss 
Hickie having taken oath that it was 
genuine, the criminal proceedings followed. 

On the trial, which lasted three days, it 
was brought out that prior to bringing th 
sult Miss Hickie had visited the offices o 
several lawyers in this city, among others 
that of Frank Moss, where she produced a 
letter eur orting to have been written by 
Mrs. uttengen, and asked Mr. Moss to 
begin suit on her behalf for libelous slan- 
der. Mr. Moss sent for Mrs. Kuttengen, 
and after an interview with her declined to 
have anything further to do with the mat- 
ter. 

{t was under similar circumstances Miss 
Hickie brought a suit for libelo slander 
against the Rev. Father Bernard 0, Lo- 
gan of the Passionist Order. This suit 1s 
stil! on the calendar of the.Supreme Court, 
but the lawyer who brought it has aban- 
dened the case. As a basis for these pio- 
ceedings Miss Hickie produced a. letter 
written on the letterheads of the Convent 
or St. Vincent Ferrer Lexington Ave- 
nue, to which Father ‘Logan is attached. 

Excommunicated priests have figured in 
a more or less direct manner in much of 
this litigation. The Father Logan letter 
was alleged to have been written to a 
Mme. Beaumont, in Paris, who is said to 
be the wife of an ex-priest. It was intro- 
duced in evidence by 
torney Garvan, 

Francis Dent; who was mentioned in the 
letter, is an excommunicated monk who 
was expelled from the Society of Friars of 
Maria, Order of St. Frances, in Goptomber 
1886. He brought suit in the Brooklyn 
courts for reinstatement, at which many 
eminent church dignitaries appeared as 
witnesses. Suddenly*the proceedings were 
brought to a standstill PL the introduction 
by Dent, who conducted his own case, of a 
“papal rescript”’ ordering the reinstatement 
of Dent. This was later declared to be a 
forgery. Dent was indicted for perjury in 
1808. Years after the indictment was dis- 
missed and the proceedings came to a 
sudden standstill. 

In his summing up for the drmeretion 
Assistant District Attorney arvan re- 
ferred to similar suits which had been 
brought by the Hickie woman against the 
Ikevs. Father. Innis and Hartigan, Father 
Logan's predecessors at the convent! About 
the time these suits were brought mysteri- 
ous letters written on the letterheads of 
the convent were picked up in street cars 
and on sidewalks. By some coincidence 
these letters always were found by some 
member of the Roman Catholic priesthood. 

One of them fell into the hands of the 
late Archbishop Corrigan, On the strength 
of this letter, which purported to come from 
a well-known priest, was addressed to a 
prominent woman of the stage, and was of 
a compromising nature, the Archbishop 
went to the convent and ordered an investi- 
gation. The prelate is said to have been 
astounded when he was confronted there 
with similar letters written on the letter 
heads of his See and of a similar tendency. 
All these are believed to have been the 
work of a clique of excommunicated priests 
who had a real or fancied grievance and 
used a skillful and pliable tool in their ef- 
fort to wreak vengeance. 

Miss Hickle more recently brought suit 
against the estate of Colombinl, the Italian 
sculptor of St. Patrick’s Cathedral, for 
whom she claimed to have posed‘as a 
model. 

Considerable pressure was brought to 
bear on the District Attorney's office to 
have the present proceedings stopped by 
the wealthy relatives of the convicted wo- 
man, who declared themselves = to 
have her sent to a convent in Porto Rico 
or Ireland in case the charges were dropped.

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CITY RESENTS A MURDER 


Waterbury Citizens Unite to 
Avenge Policeman Mendelssohn. 


* 


Merchants Decide to Patronize the Rail- 
way and Defy Boycotts—No Clue 
Yet to the Murderers. 


WATERBURY, Conn., March 9.—That the 
murder of Policeman Paul Mendelssohn by 
masked men who attacked a car on the 
North Main Street line of the Connecticut 
Railway and Lighting Company last night 
has aroused the people of Waterbury there 
can be no doubt. Several meetings were 
held this evening because of recent acts of 
violence, particularly the murder. 

The total amount of money offered from 
several sources as a reward for the ar- 
rest and conviction of the parties con- 
cerned in the murder to-night aggregates 
$4,400, and the State officials have been re- 
quested by the Board of m to offer 
a reward of $3,000. The kers will offer : 
a@ reward to-morrow. 

Business and professional men not con { 
nected with the Business Men's Association 
met, and the entire evening was devoted 
to a discussion of the strike. Men who 
were present offered a purse of $3,000 for 
the apprehension of the assassin of Police- 
man Mendelssohn. One thousand dollars 
was also collected for the widow and chil- 
dren of the dead policeman. 

The question of patronizing the trolley 
cars brought out a prolonged discussion. 
This question has been agitating the busi- 
ness men of Waterbury since the strike be- 
gan, and a majority of them have refrained 
from riding on cars manned by non-union 
men, because, they said, their business 
would be ruined by a consequent boycott. 
At the meeting, however, they voted to 
stand together and patronize the 
cars hereafter. 

The Board of Public Safety and _ the 
Board of Aldermen held meetings to-night, 
anil th: former recommended to the latter 
that a reward of $200 be offered for the 
apprehension of the assassin of Policeman 
Mendelssohn. It is also recommended that 
the State Attorney be petitioned to offer a 
reward of $4,000 for the same purpose. 
Both recommendations were unanimously 
adopted by the Aldermen. 

,Magnolia Lodge, nights of Pythias, and 
Nosahogan Lodge, I. 0. O. F.. have each 
offered a reward of $500. The railway 
company has offered a reward of $200. 

The police authorities are still hard at 
work upon the murder case, but the isolat-. 
ed spot in which the crime was committed 
and che delay in giving the alarm make 
the case a particularly difficult one. There 
have been no arrests as yet. 

So far as known the detectives have not 
found any clue to the murderers, and citi- 
zens fear the identity of these men may be 
concealed as completely as was that of the 
party which attacked a car on the Water- 
ville line about two weeks ago. In. fact, 
the attacks in these cases were so similar 
as to justify the belief that they were com- 
mitted by the same band. In each instance 
the assailants were masked and Jumped 
from ambush upon the non-union men when 
the.car bed been stopped in a Ionely place.

LONDON, March 10.—The Paris cor- 
respondent of The Times says that the 
latest developments of the inquiry into 
the Humbert frauds are Mme.

Government's Bills Providing for the 
Punishment of Railway Strikers Are 
Being Bitteriy Opposed. 


LONDON TimMBs—NEwW YORK TIMES

LONDON, March 10.—The Brussels 
correspondent of The Times says that the 
Dutch Railway Servants’ Syndicate, sup- 
ported by the entire Labor Party, is de- 
termined to resist the Government’s in- 
tention to constitute the act of joining a 
strike by any public servant a punish- 
able offense. 

Public meetings of protest continue to 
be held throughout the country. 


On Fel. 236 Dr. Kuyper, the Dutch Pre- 
mier, introduced in the Second Ghamber 
of the States General three important bills 


dealing with questions arising out of the 
recent railway strike. 

The first of these measures authorizes 
the formation of a railway brigade, whose 
duty it will be to maintain regular traffic 
in the event of strikes. 

The second bill provides for the protec- 
tion of all empleyes who may be willing to 
work, and for the punishment of those 
who absent themselves. 

Under the third measure a committee is 
to be nominated to examine into the con- 
ditions of labor of the railway employes, 
and to fix regulations by which their in- 
terests will be protected under the guar- 
antee of the State. 

As it is declared that these measures 
mean protection for the ‘ scabs,’’ and as 
they provide for the punishment of railroad 
strikers, they are being bitterly opposed by 
the Dutch Labor Party. It threatens to 
declare a general strike, to last until the 
bills are withdrawn. 

Under the provisions of the measures or- 
dinery strikers may be punished with a 
maximum of six months’ imprisonment, 
while the leaders or persons conspiring to 
bring about a strike may be sent to jail for 
four years. 


RIOT AT IRISH LEAGUE MEETING.

LONDON, March 10.—A meeting of the 
United Irish League near Templemore, 
says a telegram from Dublin to The 
Times, ended in a rather serious riot. 
The meeting was held near the house of 
a farmer who has been severely boycot- 
ted, his offense being that he is a large 
holder of grazing lands. The police were 
obliged to charge with drawn batons. 
The crowd stubbornly resisted. Two offi- 
cers and several policemen were injured.

The lots 
offered comprised a number of books of 
which the sole interest consisted in the au- 
tographs of the authors, most of them being 
proesentation copies.

GERMAN DESIGNS IN HOLLAND. 
One Alleged Reason Why the Germans 


Are Hostile to The Hague 
Tribunal. 


Lonpon TimFs—New YorK Tues 
Special Cablegram. 

LONDON, March 10.—In referring to 
the Dutch strikes and to the German in- 
terest therein and in Holland generally, 
the Paris correspondent of The Times 
quotes “a well-informed and impartial 
friend” on thé subject of Germany's 
hostility to The Hague Tribunal. 

This observer says that, apart from the 
natural Prussian antipathy to a-tribunal 
claiming authority in international mat- 
ters superior to that of Emperor Will- 
iam, Germany is anxious not to 
strengthen an institution whose author- 
ity and prestige might prove’an obstacle 
in the way of Germany's general foreign 
policy. 

For instance, it is declared, if Queen 
Wilhelmina died childless the influence 
of a strong tribunal at The Hague would 
probably secure the neutralization of 
Holland, not under a German princeling, 
tut in the form of a Dutch Republic un- 
der a guarantee similar to that enjoyed 
by Switzerland. 


GERMAN ARMY CRITICISED. 


Debate in the Reichstag—Refiections on 
the Kaiser’s Military Skill For- 
bidden by the Speaker. 


BERLIN, March 9.—In the course of the 
debate on the military budget in the 
Reichstag to-day Herr Kunert, Socialist, 
attempted to criticise the Emperor's mili- 
tary skill in leading the recent manoeuvres. 
Speaker von Ballestrem ruled that such 
criticisms were inadmissible. Herr Kunert 
retorted: 

“I infer from your ruling that we can 
mention God here, but not William II.’’ 

Count von Balléstrem had to call Herr 
Kunert to order three times before the lat- 
ter desisted in his remarks. 

Herr Bebel, the Socialist leader, said the 
higher classes of society were in a state of 
permanent conspiracy against the law and 
religion, so far as dueling was concerned. 
He complained of the invariable pardoning 
of army duelists before their terms of im- 
prisonment had been completed. 

Turning to the ill-treatment of soldiers 
Herr Bebel said it was common for old Ser- 
geants to boast of their ingenuity in abus- 
ing young privates. Most of the extreme in- 
stances were those of weak-minded young 
fellows, sometimes bordering on idiocy, who 
ought not to be in the service and who 
would not be there if militarism did not 
bias the minds of the medical officers. 

The Socialist leader then spoke on the un- 
favorable criticisms of the ‘ Kaiser ma- 
noeuvres "’ in the French and English press, 
as well as by high German military writers. 

War Minister von Gossler, in replying. 
said that in the year 1902 no duel had oc- 
curred between officers on the active list. 


Duelists, he continued, were pardoned only 
on the recommendation of the highest 
court. The sharp measures adopted in the 
case of Lieut. Hildebrandt (who killed 
Lieut. Blaskowitz in a duel in November 
1001, was sentenced to two years’ imprison- 
ment, and was pardoned by Emperor W8&l- 
iam after serving seven months of his sen- 
tence) left no doubt as to the attitude of 
the Emperor. The Minister added: 

“The Kaiser manoeuvres show that our 
troops are quite pre-eminent. When Herr 
Bebel refers to unfavorable foreign criti- 
cisms we reply that we do not except for- 
eign applause for our manoeuvres.” 

Herr Tiedemann, Conservative, said that 
dueling was unavoidable in some cases, 
however much it might be punished, and he 
would regret to see the day when this view 
disappeared among the people. 

The Conservative member von Oldenburg 
expressed his delight that the Emperor 
pardoned Lieut. Hildebrandt, ** because that 
action proved that neither the press nor so- 
called public opinion has the slightest in- 
fluence on his Majesty’s decisions.”’ It 
would, said Herr von’ Oldenburg, be a most 
tragic thing if the view of honor obtaining 
among German officers were to change, 
and without dueling the esprit de corps 
would suffer.

KAISER RECEIVES MR. FRANCIS. 


Tells Him Expositions Do as Much for 
International Friendship as Years 
of Diplomacy. 


BERLIN, March 9.—Emperor William re- 
ceived President Francis of the St. Louis 
Exposition in audience at noon to-day. 

His Majesty treated Mr. Francis with 
great distinction. He received him privare- 
ly, not even Ambassador Tower, who ar- 
ranged for the interview, nor any member 
of the imperial household being present. 
The Emperor asked many questions about 
the Exposition, and was specially interest- 


ed in the International Congress of Arts 
and Sciences, for which papers are being 
prepared by eminent persons all over the 
world, who will attend. the Congress at the 
expense of the Exposition. His Majesty 
remarked that expositions did as much for 
the interests of a better understanding be- 
tween one country and another as years 
of diplomacy. 

The conversation embraced many sub- 
jects and had lasted fifty minutes when 
the Emperor rose to go. Some allusion 
having been made to his Majesty's letter 
on the Bible, and to Houston Stewart 
Chamberlain’s work on ‘‘ The Foundations 
of Nineteenth Century Civilization,” the 
Emperor sent for a copy of Mr. Chamber- 
lain's work, wrote his name on a fly-leaf, 
and presented the book to Mr. Francis. 

Considerable astonishment is expressed at 
the length of Mr. Francis’s interview with 
the Emperor, as such audiences rarely last 
most than a few minutes. The long con- 
versation is attributed to the continuance 
of the Emperor's special interest in United 
States affairs an in what President 
Francis had to tell him; but what some of 
the Ministers wonder at more than any- 
thing else is Mr. Francis’s request that he 
should be received to-day. It is not re- 
membered that any other person ever asked 
for an audience and named the time for it. 

Baron von Richthofen, representing Em- 

eror William, gave a dinner in honor of 

r. Francis at the Foreign ae to- 
right, The guests included United States 
Ambassador Tower and nearly all the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet. 

Mr. Francis left the dinner in_ time to 
catch the train which left at 11 P. M. for 
Brussels. He intends to embark on the 
Kronprinz Wilhelm, for New York, at 
Cherbourg, instead of at Bremen. 

The effect of President Francis's visit 
here has been to stimulate German interest 
in the St. Louis Exposition, especially 
among those who always look to the Em- 
peror to take the initiative.

Talk on the Democratic Ticket

Nebraska Man Says ex-Senator Tosses 
a Penny to See Whether the Nomi- 
fee Will Be Hill or Parker. 


TOLEDO, Ohio, March 9.—Col. W.. J. 
Bryan was in this city to-day. He told of 
his recent visit to New York, and said that 
the people in that State knew less about 
politics than they do in the West. 

“They asked me about Judge Parker,” 
he said, * and I told them I could say noth- 
ing until I knew his attitude on public 
questions. They answered that he was a 
Judge, and it wouldn't be proper for him 
to discuss political topics.’ 

“What do you think Hill intends to do?” 

“Well, I think Mr. Hill is tossing a 
penny to see whether he or Judge Parker 
will run. The trouble with the plan is 
that Hill has an old penny that he has 
tossed so often that he doesn’t know which 
side is head and which is tail.” 

“What have you to say regarding the 
record of Congress?” 

** What Congress has done is easily ascer- 
tained. Find out how much there was in 
the Treasury before the session began and 
find out how much there is now, The won- 
der is that they didn’t take it all.” 

Mr. Bryan declined #0 discuss the proba- 
ble issues and candidates in the next Na- 
tional campaign, but when asked to make a 
general statement as to the situation he 
said: 

» Political success depends upon two 
things—opportunity and preparation to take 
advantage of it. A political party must 
have its principles, and it must advocate 
those policies it believes best for the peo- 
ple, and then trust to events to vindicate 
the wisdom of its course. 

**I believe that the Democratic Party has 
taken the people's side of the public ques- 
tions discussed in 1896 and 1900, and I be- 
lieve if it will maintain its integrity and 
allow no doubt to arise as to its fidelity to

SHIPYARD TIE-UP ORDERED. 


Townsend-Downey’s Workers to be 


Called Out To-day — Sympathetic 
Strike for Striking Boiler- 
makers. 


A general tie-up of all the trades at the 
Townsend-Downey shipbuilding yards on 
Shooters Island was ordered last night by 
the Marine Trades’ Council, in sympathy 
with the boilermakers now on strike at the 
yards. Action was taken at a special 
meeting of the Council in German Odd 
Fellows’ Hall, St. Mark’s Place. The Ma- 
rine Trades’ Council represents the unions 
of the men who work in the shipyards, and 
the meeting was attended by the delegates 
of the unions... About 2,000 men will be 
affected by the strike, including pattern- 
makers, blacksmiths and helpers, machin- 
ists, riggers, members of the Brotherhood 
of Painters, which is a National organiza- 
tion, and ship calkers. 

There was a long discussion at the meet- 
ing, but the vote was almost unanimous at 
the close. The strike will go into effect at 
once, and the business agents of the unions 
will go early this morning to Shooters Isl- 
and and issue the strike orders. The tie-up 
of the yards is expected to be complete an 
hour later. 

The owners of the ship yards say that as 
the question of wages or hours of labor are 
not involved in the strike of the boiler- 
makers, the other trades are unwilling to 
strike, especially as they have no grievance. 
Under the rules of their unions they are 
bound to obey a strike order or be dis- 
ciplined.

Attorney General Knox is clearing up 
business preparatory to taking a vacation 
of a week or two: He is going to Palm 
Beach, Fla., to join Mrs. Knox, who has 
been there for some time recuperating from 
the fatigue of the social season just ended. 

Secretary Root is at Clinton, N, Y. Sec- 
retary Hay is. at Thomasville, Ga., and 


Secretary Shaw is about io join him there. 
Secretary Moody and Postmaster General 
Payne are going for a cruise to the West 
Indies on the Dolphin, accompaniec by 
Senator Proctor and Representative Can- 
non, and will leave to-morrow. 

The only Cabinet officers left will be 
Secretaries Wilson, Hitchcock, and Cor- 
telyou.- Secretary Hitchcock is obliged to 
remain to look after the acquiring of the 
site for the new Congressional Office 
Building. The site chosen is the square 
bounded by New Jersey Avenue, B, C, and 
First Streets, facing the East Park of the 
Capitol. 

Mr, Cortelyou has a good deal of busi- 
ness on his hands in connection with the 
launching of the new Department of Com- 
merce, and he will have to stay, probably 
after all his colleagues have gone. 

The President is desirous of getting away 
for his Western trip. He is going to the 
Pacific Coast. This trip, however, will not 
be much of a vacation, in the sense of 
giving him needed rest, for he will put in 
most of his time sightseeing and making 
speeches. He has already made engage- 
ments to go to a number of Western cities. 
If he gets a chance before the ‘trip be- 

ins he will probably go away for a hunt- 
ng trip or a rest of some kind. 


MISS ROOSEVELT’S TRIP. 


She Will Sail from New York for San 
Juan, Porto Rico, Next Saturday.

WASHINGTON, March 9.—Miss Roose- 
velt expects to sail from New York next 
Saturday on the steamer Coama for San 
Juan, Porto Rico. She is to be the guest 
of Mf&s Elizabeth Hunt, daughter of the 
Governor of Porto Rico. A suite of three 
rooms in the palace is being fitted up for 
her, all of them in blue. She will be the 
recipient of many social attentions while 
there, and among those which are already

NATIONAL CAPITOL MADE “DRY” 


All Liquors Removed from the House 
Restaurant Under the New Law. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, March 9.—Major McDow- 
ell, Clerk of the House of Representatives, 
who is charged with the care of the House 


wing of the Capitol during the intervals be- | 
tween sessions of Congress, issued an order | 


to-day that the law forbidding the sale of 
liquor be rigidly and immediately enforced. 

With this order the Sergeant at Arms took 
the necessary steps to put a stop to the 
liquor traffic in the House restaurant. The 
proprietor desired time in which to dispose 


of the stock of liquors on hand, but this | 


was not allowed. Both Clerk McDowell and 
Sergeant at Arms Casson left the city after 
the order was issued and:none of their rep- 
resentatives could grant any grace what- 
ever. 

The officers insisted that all intoxicating 
liquors must be immediately removed from 
the building. Accordingly the proprietor of 
the restaurant proceeded at once to remove 
his stock of liquors and within an hour 
after receiving official notification all the 
packages and bottles containing liquor were 
removed from the building. 

It is highly probable that no effort will 
be made in the future to revive the sale of 
liquors in the Capitol. Heretofore this was 
a matter within the control of the presiding 
officers and certain committees of the re- 
spective branches of Congress, but the sale 
is now for the first time forbidden by law. 


' MILLIONAIRES IN PRUSSIA. 


Increase Shown in the "Riches of the 
Wealthy Classes.

WASHINGTON, Murch 9.—George H. 
Murphy, Consular Clerk at Frankfort, in 
a communication to the State Department 
says: 

“According to the latest taxation re- 
ports, the number of Prussian millionaires 
(1,000,000 marks equals $238,000) has in- 
creased from 6,016 in 1899 to 6,601 in 1902, 
or 9.7 per cent. Of these, 4,257 persons had 
between 1,000,000 and 2,000,000 marks ($238,- 
000 and $476,000) and 2,344 persons more 
than 2,000,000 marks. Of these, 2,344 per- 
sons, 1,687 lived in cities and 657 in the 
country. Each of 1,553 persons had fort- 
unes ranging from 1,000,000 to 4,000,000 
marks, ($952,000,) 622 from 4,000,000 to 
10,000,000 marks, ($2,380,000,) 143 from 10,- 
000,000 to 25,000,000, ($5,950,000,) 24 from 
25,000,000 to 100,000,000 marks, ($23,800,000,) 
and 2 over 100,000,000 marks. 

“Ot the richest taxpayers in 1902, 1,330 
had incomes of from $23,800 to $35,700, 531 
up’ to $47,600, 470 up to $71,400, 183 up to 
$5,200, SC up to $119,000, 10S up to $238,- 
000, and 60 over $238,000. 

‘““Of those having incomes of over $238.- 
000, 44 had up to $476,000, 8 up to $714,000, 
2 up to $952,000, 3 up to $1,190,000, 2 up to 

1,428,000, and 1 (Krupp) between $4,760,- 

4) and $4,908,000. 

“In 1901 Frankfort-on-the-Main was, 
relatively, the richest city in Prussia. In 
1902 the highest average was for Bonn. 

“The number of persons paying State 
income tax in Prussia is 3,760,017, against 
3.649,188 in the preceding year. The amount 
received by the State from this tax was 
188,837,843 marks, ($44,943,406,) against 186, - 
858,654 marks ($44,479,507) in 1901. Of the 
enfire population, 64.61 per cent. paid no 
State income tax; 31.05 per cent. had in- 
cornes rangipg between : and 3,000 marks, 
($211 and $714,) and 4.54 per cent. over 3,00 
marks ($714.)

The President's managers and chief 
supporters have been industriously at work 
trying to capture the negro vote, and Sur- 
veyor Clarkson of New York has done 
more work in the, South than he has in 
New York. Postmaster General Payne is 
laboring in the same field. Senator Hanna 
has probably done more to secure the ne« 
gro vote for himself by his Ex-Slave Pen- 


sion bill than Mr. Payne and Mr. Clarkson 
have been able to do for the President by 
their coddling of the colored office seekers.

Mr. Berry” Refuses to Show 
Courtesy to His Colleague. 


Mr. Clarke Declines the Escort of Sen- 
ator Bacon and Goes Alone to 
Take the Oath.

Vest, and Mr. Clarke were present when 
the Senate began its session to-day. 

Mr. Stone held a small levee in the rear 
of the chamber just before the sound of the 
gavel, He was cordially greeted by Sena- 
tor Gorman, his associate in several Presi- 
dential campaigns on the Democrajic Na- 
tion Committee, and there were hearty 
handshakes from several Democratic Sena- 
tors. Mr. Stone also greeted Mr. Clarke as 
an old time friend. 

When the new members-prepared to take 
tNe oath Senator Cockrell went to the rear 
of the Chamber to escort Stone, and Sena- 
tor Bacon was seen to make his way to the 
side of Mr. Clarke and offer his arm. 

The new man from Arkansas shook his 
head, and did not start to march down the 
aisle, Mr. Cockrell and his colleague were 
well on down the aisle, and still Messrs.

CANADIAN CANAL PROJECT.

WASHINGTON, March 9.—Felix 8S. 5. 
Johnson, United States Commercial Agent 
at Stanbridge, in a dispatch to the Staie 
Department, says: 

“Some years ago a Canadian conceived 
the idea of building a canal connecting the 
Richelieu Rivér at St, Jotin’s with Mon- 
treal direct, thus cutting off the route via 
Sorel, The project has. now been revived, 
the chief mover being Mr. A. J. Corrivean 
of Montreal, who is now in New York in 
the interest of the plan. He intends to con- 
struct a fourteen-foot water connection be- 
tween the St. Lawrence River at Montreal 
and the head of Lake Champlain. The 
company will also endeavor to secure the 
right to extend another section from the 
lower limit of the Jake to tide water on the 
Hudson. It is thought that the building of 
these two sections and the connection with 
the already completed St. Lawrence watcr- 
way will render the improvement of the 
Erie Canal unnecessary, and that a great 
part of the trade with. New England could 
he diverted to pass through Montreal, 

“The charter, which was awarded at the 
last session of Parliament, provides that 
the canal shall have a depth of not less 
than 9 feet and a width of not less than 380 
feet at the bottom. If carried out as pro- 
posed it will have a depth of 14 feet, cor- 
responding with that of the St. Lawrence 
canals. its length is 18% miles. The 
present connection between Lake Cham- 
plain and the St. Lawrence is by the Riche- 
lieu River and the Chambly Canal, the 
cldest of the Canadian ‘artificial water- 
ways. The Chambly Canal reaches the 
St. Lawrence at Sorel, 45 miles below Mon- 
treal, and is a seven-foot waterway with 
locks 18 feet wide. Arrangements are made 
in the plan to increase the depth of the 
Lake: Champlain and St, Lawrence ship 
canal to 21 feet when the Georgian Bay 
Canal is built ”’

The instructor 
beckoned to Policeman O'Reilly, whose 
duty it is to beat the base drum and the 
cymbals. With his aids time was restored 
and the march came to a successful termi- 
nation. Other marches were practiced with

TICKET “SCALPERS” LOSE | 


Railroads Upheld in’ the World’s 
Fair Cases. 


Court Declares the Western Passenger 
Association Lawful—Railway Men 
in Chicago Elated. 


ST. LOUIS, March-9.—In the Federal 
Circuit Court to-day Judge Wood made 
permanent the injunction granted last 


jOctober against Bennett Wasserman and 


others, ticket “ scalpers,’’ restraining them 
from buying and selling World's Fair ex- 
cursion tickets. The temporary injunction 
was granted at the instance of all the rail- 
roads entering St. Louis, and was argued 
recently. ws 

While these suits were brought in the 
names of the railroads, the World’s Fair 
Company took an active part in the prose- 
cution of them. The railroads had insisted 
that without the protection of the courts 
against the ‘scalpers” they could not 
afford to make low rates. 

The ‘“ scalpers.”’ did not deny that they 
were dealing in the not-transferable tick- 
ets, but set up as a defense that the rail- 
roads were in an unlawful pooling agree- 
ment and had no right to limit the sale ef 
the tickets. :

LOW GAS PRESSURE PERIL. 


Physician Reports Death of Patient 
from Asphyxiation to the Cor- 
oners’ Office. 


Dr. Henry L. Shively of 303 Amsterdam 
Avenue reported to the Coroners’ office 
yesterday the death of Adelaide Ann .Con- 
lh, twenty-four years old, of 125 West 
Sixty-seventh Street, a private patient, 
from gas asphyxiation, arid the narrow es- 
cape of her sister, May Conlin, and of a 
young man who rooms in the same house. 
He said he believed the case to be due to 
the fact that the company permitted the 
pressure of gas to sink so lew at intervals 
during the night that gas jets which have 
been left lighted will go out of their own

‘" This is due to the fact that the com- 
pany is now making water gas,” said Dr. 
Shively. ‘‘ It requires a heavy air pressure 
to. force it through the pipes. Water gas 
only emits*a blue flame, but by méans 
of petroleum the company is able to give 
it illuminating qualities. I have noticed 
frequently that the pressure of gas is low- 
eed in the morning between 3 and 4 
o'clock. When I have returned from emer- 
gency calls at night and have attempted to 
make entries in =y books it has been neces- 
sary for me to light several jets. When 
the light has been bright from one jet, I 
have noticed it go down very low in the 
space of a few minutes. Sometimes the 
Mght will go up and down repeatedly in 
the course of an hour. People should be 
Wery careful in this oy, about leaving gas 
turned on at night. f this is done the 
flame should .be turned high enough to pre- 
vent any possibility of its going out.” 
Miss Conlin and her sister were found 
conscious. on the morning of March 4.

National Rifle Association Adopts 
~ Administration Plan. | 


Will Also Encourage Rifle Shooting: in 
Schools, and Colleges — American 


Team to be Sent Abroad. 


President Roosevelt's plan for the es- 
tablishment of a National volunteer reserve 
militia having failed of approval at the 
recent session of Congress, the National 
Rifle Association now proposes te~take up 
the plan and earry it through without aid 
from Congress, and at a meeting of the 
Executive Conimittee of the association, 
held in this city yesterday afternoon, the 
following resolution was passed by a unan- 
imous vote: 


Resolved, ‘That the National Rifle’ Association 
of America, recognizing the importance of train- 
ing the young men of the country in rifle shoot- 
ing, adopt a code for a course of rifle instruc- 
tion, which code shall- be the same as that pro- 
posed by the War Department for the Stata mill- 
tin, and that official score sheets be supplied 
fo all ranges and to rifle clubs throughout the 
United States for oe peneee of enabling citi- 
zens not connected with any military establish- 
ment an opportunity to qualify and become en- 
rolled in the National Marksmen’s Reserve; that 
@ suitable decoration be given to each person 
qualifying, and that’a classified report bs made 
to the War Department each year of those who 
have qualified under the code. , 


It is proposed to supply official score 
sheets to all the rifle clubs throughout the 
country and all qualifying will be done 
under proper supervision. Those qualifying/ 
will receive private decorations with the 
words “ National Marksman” inscribed 
thereon; amd for each subsequent year a 
small pendant inscribed with the year will 
be given. Report will be made to the War 
Department of those qualifying during the 
year and will be published by the National 
Rifle Association. 

It is a well-known fact that the personnel 
of the National Guard changes about every 
five years. -Those young men who have 
served their enlistment drop back into pri- 
vate life and cease to take any interest in 
military affairs. Many of them become in- 
terested in rifle shooting when serving 
with the flag, but are compelled to give it 
up when discharged. The reserve plan will 
give such young men an opportunity to 
continue rifle shooting. “ 

The National Rifle Association has also 
decided to take steps to secure the intro- 
duction of courses in rifle shooting in the 
educational institutions of the country, and 
the following resolution was also adopted 
at the meeting yesterday: 


Resolved, That the National Rifle Association 
of America. deems it expedient to take immediate 
steps to secure the affiliation with it of col- 
leges, universities, and other educational institu- 
tions of the United States for the purpose of 
stimulating and encouraging rifle practice among 
the American youth, 

As most of the important institutions 
have army. officers detailed te them to 
give military instruction, about all that 
is required is the issue by the Government 
of the necessary ordnance and ordnance 
stores, and the National Rifle Association 
has offered to co-operate with the Secretary 
of War, looking to the securing from Con- 
gress the authority for such issue. 

When a course of instruction in rifle fir- 
ing has become established, it is the pur- 

se of the National Rifle Association to 
nstitute a series of competitions among 
the schools to keep the interest alive. At 
Bisley last year thirty-four English schools 
sent teams to compete in the matches of 
the National Rifle Association of Great 
Britain. At one time there were nearly 
4,000 school boys on the Bisley Rifle Range 
shooting in the several matehes. It is be- 
lieved that a young man, who as a school 
boy becomes interested {in this branch of 
notes such it can be called—will keep 
his interest in it throughout his life, and in 
addition to his attainments as a scholar 
he would be a better and more useful citi- 
zen than he who has not indulged in ‘the 
manly sport of rifle shooting. 

Another matter of importance which was 
taken up by the Bxecutive Committee yes- 
terday was that of sending a team of 
next 
Summer to compete for the Palma hy. 
It was resolvéd to send a team, provided 
the necessary funds can be raised for the 
purpose. 

It has been estimated that about $8,000 
will be required to pay the expenses of 
properly training and sending abroad such 
a téam. So far about as been sub- 
oe by regiments of this city and New 

ersey.

FOOTBALL CRISIS NEAR 


Harvard Faculty Considers Possi- 
bility of Abolishing the Game. 


Athletic Committee at a Méeting Last 
Night Failed to Ratify the Agree- 


ment with Yale.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 9.—Har- 
vard’s Athletic Committee held an im- 
portant meeting to-night, but to the keen 
disappointment of the Crimson under- 
graduates, failed to ratify the agreement 
with Yale drawn up at the Springfield con- 
ference on Saturday. One or two matters 
are yet hanging fire, but another meet- 
ing of the committee will be held on Friday, 
and it is expected that the ratification 
will then be satisfactorily effected. 

The important feature of to-night’s meet- 
ing was the calling in of Coaches Lewis, 
Farley, and Dibblee and of Carl Marshall, 
Captain of next Fall's faptball eleven, to 
get from them opinions regarding the bru- 
tality and roughness of football, in order 
that information concerning football might 
be gathered and a report made to Harvard's 
Faculty to influence its decision whether or 
not the game shall be abolished either en- 
tirely or as an intercollegiate sport at Har- 
vard, 

Each of the four men mentioned reiterat- 
ed the statements of Prof. Hollis that foot- 
ball is essentially a rough, hard game, 


possessing many mapreesent features, but 
still calling for qualities that make it the 
best of sports. he possibility contained 
in it of directing the attack of eleven men 
against the weakest man on the opposing 
eleven was generally deplored, and a fair 
discussion of the game in all its details 
was indulged in, 

On the whole the attitude of the four vis- 
itors was very favorable to the game and 
there is little doubt that the committee will 
make a negative report to the Faculty in 
answer to the question whether or not 
ey, think that the game should be abol- 

ed. 


According to a statement by Prof. Hollis, 
Chairman of Harvard's Athletic Commit- 
tee, last night, it would be an easy matter, 
as football rules now stand, for one mem- 
ber to so influence the Faculty that foot- 
ball would be abolished at Harvard. Prof. 
Hollis does not say such an abolition is 
likely to be made so far as he is concerned. 

It will not be made yet, he says, but 
there is no mistake in the attitude of the 
faculty, and it will be the easiest matter to 
influence them to eradicate the sport. The 
announcement, yesterday that the Harvard 
faculty had referred to the Athletic Com- 
mittee the advisability of abolishing inter- 
collegiate football at Harvard gives, ac- 
cording to Prof. Hollis, only a small idea 
of the real feeling of the faculty on this 
important question. 

‘One man,” Prof. Hollis said last night, 
‘“‘would have no difficulty in influencin 
them to abolish football as a sport.”’ Prof, 
Hollis also made this statement: “I am 
not opposed to the right kind of football. 
I only object to the brutal gladiatorial 
contests into which, under the present rules, 
it has degenerated. I am not in favor of 
giving up the game with Yale, in fact, I 
shall do all in my wer to promote that 
game. But I hold that Harvard and Yale 
should not play under the present rules. 
This statement, in the light of past events, 
throws a flood of light on Prof. Hollis’s at- 
titude, for it shows that, without him, 
Harvard's faculty might have been per- 
suaded to take drastic measures.

PRESIDENT CANTOR 


. yesterday in Special Term, Part I., of the 
Supreme Court, when the attorney for the 
Lansing Investment Company, owners of 
Audubon Park, sought to obtain from Jus- 
tice McCall a writ of peremptory manda- 
mus to compel’ the Borough President to 
proceed with the improvement, Justice Mc- 
Call took part in this criticism. 

“President Cantor has not acted with

W. B. Hopping, representing the Lansing 
Company, who argued for the writ, was 
opposed by Assistant’ Corporation Counsel 
O'Neill. Mr. Hopping s@id that the inter- 
ests of his client and of the other property 
owners of the section had been greatly 
affected by the delay. 

“This public improvement was ordered 
in 1897 by an act. of the Legislature,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ which act specified in detail the 
exact course to be followed by the drive 
extension from One Hundred and Thirty- 
fifth Street to the connectian with Boule- 
vard Lafayette near One Hundred and 
Fifty-eighth Street. Under that act the 
necessary property was acquired by the 
city through condemnation acre 
and absolute title was acquired by the city 
on Sept: 22, 1900. Since that time absolute- 
ly nothing has been.done, Taxes have been 
paid on account of these improvements, 
which never have been made. We have 
waited more or less patiently for two and a 
half years for some move to be made, and 
we os it high time to act for our own 
relief.”’ 

Mr. O'Neill said that Mr. Cantor had been 
proceeding with all due diligence, and that 
on Friday of the present week maps would 
be. presented to the Board of Estimate for 
piecemeal work on the improvement, 

*' We object to any piecemeal improve- 
ment, Mr. Hopping said, “‘ as -this is an at- 
tempt to sidetrack the whole affair. Under 
the statute the entire plan must be pre- 
sented to the board for approval or disap- 
proval in the aggregate.”’

SEPARATION AGREEMENT NULL. 


"Robert Collier, Who Under It Paid His 
Wife $2,400 a Year, Says She Vio- 
lated the Terms. 


An agreement between husband and wife 
to separate Was set aside by Justice Gar- 
retson, in the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, 
yesterday. The action of the Justice was 
taken at the instance of Robert Collier, the 
husband. who on Aug. 14, 1895, entered 
into an. agreement with his wife, Annie, 
whereby they were to separate and he was 
to pay her the sum of $3,600 a year for 
her support and, ag he alleges, the main- 
tenance and education of their six children.

NEW YORK LEGISLAT 
Grout “Sinking Fund Bill Again 
Meets with Delay. 


Tributes Paid to the Memory of Sena- 
ter Trainor—Labor Bill in the 
- Assembly. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 9.—Controller Grout’s 
Sinking Fund bill came up in the Senate to- 
night in the form of a report from the As- 
sembly. It passed the Assembly afte: it 
passed the Senate, but two verbal changes 
were made in it. 

When it was called up to-night Senator 
Marshall moved that the changes made by 
the Assembly, which he explained were im- 
material, be concurred in. Senator wrady 
objected. He said he thought the Dill 
cught to be recommitted to the Committee 
on Cities, so that the changes made might 
be carefully examined. : 

“This bill,” said the Senator, ‘* deals with 
hundreds of miHions of dollars. It deals 
with a trust fund upon which the credit of 
the city rests. We ought to have an op- 
portunity to examine carefully even the 
slightest change so that we may be sure of 
its effect upon the bill.” 

Upon Senator Grady agreeing that the 
bill, if recommitted, should retain its place 
on the calendar that arrangement was 
made. 

Much of the time of the Senate was taken 
up with eulogies of the late Senator Train- 
or. Mr. Malby, the acting Republican lead- 
er, introduced resolutions of respect. The 
Rev. Father Dillon, pastor of St. Mary's 
Church, this city, who attended Senator 
Trainor during his last illness, offered 
prayer. Senators Malby, McCarren, Hill, 
Elsberg. and Grady delivered speeches, 
after which the Senate adjourned in respect 
to the memory of Senator Trainor. 

In the Assembly there was some debate 
on Mr. Wemple’s bill authorizing street sur- 
face railroads to invest their motormen and 
conductors with police powers during 
strikes. Several amendments were pro- 
posed, one of which provided that those em- 
ployes so invested with power should fre- 
ceive the same pay as a New York City 


patrolman, Ali the amendments were lost, 
and the bill was advanced.

ME /NEW MANHATTAN BRIDGE 


Three Novel Features of Design 


Described by Commissioners. 


Four Eye-Bar Chains to be Supported 
by Steel Towers That Can Rock 
on Pin Bearings. 


The Commissioners appointed by Mayor 
Low to examine the plans of the Manhat- 
tan Bridge across the East River submit- 
ted a preliminary report yesterday. The 
ridge structure will nearly parallel the 
present East River Bridge, and will have 
terisinals in Breoklyn near the junction 
of Flatbush Avenue and Fulton Street and 
in -Manhattan in the vicinity. of Canal 
Street. The Commissioners, George S. Mor- 
rison, C, 8. Schneider, Henry W. Hodge, 
Mensfield Merriman, and Theodore Cooper, 
have reported on ‘all of the details of the 
new structure, which will cost the city 
about $20,000,000, 

Their description is as follows: 


The Manhattan Bridge will be a suspension 
bridge, having a central span 1,475. feet long, 
between centrés of towers, and two side spans 
of equal length, each 725 feet long, measured 
from centre of tower to anchorage connection. 
Both central and side spans are somewhat 
shorter than the corresponding spans of the oid 
Kast River bridge. The general design consists 
of four cables, supportea by steel towers or 
bents,- each cable being a. steel eye-bar chain, 
hanging in a@ vertical plane, The two centre 
cabies are 40 feet between centres, and the 
side cables 28 feet between centres, making the 
total width ¥6 feet between centres of outside 
cables, Kach tower or bent consists af four 
vertical posts, one under each cable; these posts 
having pin bearings at the bottom, the pins being 
carried on mectai.shoes to distripute tne weight 
préperly over the masonry. 

Although the design is a true. suspension 
bridge, ine method adopted for stiffening against 
irregular loads is by the use of trusses, of which 
the cable forms the upper member, instead of 
stiffening trusses at the floor level, as commonly 
used, Suspended from each pair of cables is a 
double track, double deck steel structure, carry- 
ing two elevated railroad tracks on the upper 
deck and two trolley tracks on the lower deck. 
The central space ‘between the two lower decks 
is Connected by a solid floor which forms the 
highway floor.. Two feotways are carried on 
brackets, extending out from each lower deck. 
This arrangement gives a bower floor 126 feet 
wide over all, at the centre of which is a clear 
roadway, entirely open, 35 feet 6 inches wide be- 
tween wheel guards, and at each side a footway, 
also entirely open, with a clear width of about 
1l feet. The arrangement seems likely to prove 
satisfactory, We have no suggestions to make 
for its improvement. 


The question as to what weight could 
possibly be brought on the bridge was dis- 
cussed by the experts. They said: 


It would consist of a continuous train of rapid 
transit cars on each of the four. elevated tracks, 
ot a continuous line of trojley cars on each of 
the four trolley tracks, of a crowd of heavy 
teams on the rocdway, and of a crowd of people 
on each footway. The estimated greatest possi- 


ble congested weight per lineal foo! 
would be as follows: , an ee aera 


4 rapid transit trains at 1,700 pounds 
4 lines of trolley cars, at 1,000 pounds 


35.5 feet of roadway, at 100 pounds per 
square foot 


The experts declare that the bridge could 
never be so weighted unless special pains 
were taken to produce it,'as any Block 
which would crowd the cars on one track 
would prevent the cars from entering the 
bridge in the opposite direction. After dig- 
cussing the question as to what weights 
certain portions of the- structure could 
carry the Commissioners discussed three 
other features of the bridge as follows: 


The design contains three features which, 
though not properly novel, are departures from 
the more common practices with suspension 
bridges; they are .the cables, the stiffenin 
trusses, and the metal towers, each of whic 
may be considered by itself, 

Cables.—The use of eye bar chains is older 
than the use of wire in .suspension bridges. It is 
rm ng to make these eye bars of. special steel 
aving an elastic limit of 50,000 pounds per squarg 
inch, and to subject them to unit stresses abou 
one-half those put on the wire cables ‘of the 
Williamsburg Bridge, As the cables-must carry 
their own weight, as well as that of er parts 
of the bridge and the moving load, their section 
must be somewhat more than double the section 
of wire cables. The quality of this steel is the 
only novel featnte about these cables, and while 
the jndications are that a steel will be obtained 
which will fully meet the requirements of the 
case, wevask to defer any final opinion on thie 
subject for the present. If it should be found 
impracticable to get this high grade of steel, 
similar chains can be made of steel which is in 
daily use, involving an increase in size of chains, 
but not modifying the general features of the 
design. The chains have decided advantages in 
the accessibility of all parts for inspection and 
protection, as well as in economy and rapidity 
of erection; they are to be preferred to wire 
cables whenever the cost of the ‘chains is not 
matertally greater. The cost of eye bar chains 
and wire cables in this bridge would be about 
the same. ° 

Stiffening Truss.—Each chain-is stiffened by 
three trusses, one for each span, the upper 
members being the curved chains, the tower 
members being ini line with the floor for about 
half the length of each span and inelined up- 
ward, from such horizontal lines, to the top of 
each tower, 

Towers.—The tower adopted is perhaps the 
Most novel feature in the design, but the novel- 
ty consists in Its application to a structure of 
this magnitude. Each tower is really a bent 
and consists of four vertical posts, which are 
built steel members, each supported on a pin 
at the bottom, the chains being rigidly fast- 
ened to the top with pins. The four posts are 
connected by cross struts and bracing into a 
rigid frame more than 300 feet ngs and 96 feet 
wide between centres, which is held vertically 
by the chains, but is free to rock on the pin 
bearings below to accommodate such changes 
in 
under strains and temperature. The design is 
correct in principle and secures more uniform 
pressures and results more closely coinciding 
with the calculations than may be obtained from 
any form of rigid tower. Wherever metal tow- 
ers Are used we consider that the best practice ‘ 
is to fasten the cables rigidly to the top of the 
towers providing for changes of position by the 
spring of the tower rather than by movable. 
saddles, the Increased strain In the metal caused 
by such deflections of the towers being easily 
kept within safe limits. The device of a frame 
supported on pin bearings below eliminates even - 
these strains. 


The Commissioners reported that the 
bridge will be in accordance with advanced 
knowledge of suspension bridge designing. 


BROOKLYN TRANSIT CHANGES. 


Concessions to the Requests of Resi- 
dents of East New York Section— 
Abandonment of the _Loop. 


As a result of an understanding reached ag 
a conference between officials of the Brook- . 
lyn Rapid Transit Company and repre- 
sentatives of the people of the Twenty-sixth 
Ward, at which promises of improved ele- 
vated and trolley service were made, the 
bill introduced in the Legislature for the 
abolishment of the East New York “ loop,” 
at Manhattan Junction, is to be withdrawn. 

The company has promised to make 
changes in the operation of the elevated 
and surface lines which will mean -the prac- 


tical abandonment of the loop as a term- 
inal. As a temporary relief it will, after 
April 1, run the cars of its Broadway 
surface line through from the ferry to 
ao Hills and Jamaica, and those of the 
Fulton Street. surface line through from 
Park Row to Cypress Hills. 4 

Beginning June 1, a through elevated 
service is to be established on the Kings 
County line from the bridge to Jamaica, the 
trains to run down the newly built incline 
at Crescent Street, and from there to 
Jamaica on the surface by way of Jamaica 
Avenue; trains on the Lexington Avenue line 
are to be run thro from the bridge to 
Van Siclen, Avenue. Some of the Broadway 
trains are to be run through to Cypress 
Hills and the others to the city line.

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IS IT AN “ECONOMIC DEBAUCH”? 

The financial writer of The London 
. Times with friendly intent utters a word 
of warning concerning what he supposes 
to be our present tendency toward finan- 
cial dissipation. There is for him a dark 
mystery in the Jarge reductions in the 
deposits of the Clearing House banks in 
the last quarter of 1902. He infers that 
in some way this represents not liquida- 
tion of excessive commitments, but 
transfers of indebtedness to European 
capitalists who stand ready for a hand- 
gome consideration to assume for the 
time being “these attempts to put off 
the evil day when the United States 
business world will have to own that it 
has bitten off more than it can chew.” 

Before proceeding to consider the fur- 
ther counsels of sobriety of our friend 
across the water we invite his attention 
to the fact that while it is true that 
there has been a considerable loss of de- 
posits by the Clearing House banks 
there has also been a very large increase 
in the deposits of the trust companies. 
Probably he had overlooked that fact. A 
great many trust companies have been 
organized during the past year, and 
some of the older companies have in- 
creased their capital. The trust compa- 
nies have become very active competitors 
of the National and State banks. They 
offer attractive rates of interest upon 
current balances. The deposits of the 
New York City trust companies on Jan. 
1 reached the aggregate of $823,797,854. 
They held within about $100,000,000 as 
much as the Clearing House banks. 

Nevertheless, it is perfectly true that 
we have called upon European capital- 
ists and are still successfully calling 
upon them to aid us in the task for 
which our London friend assumes that 
our masticatory apparatus is inadequate. 
It is not at all a bad sign that we are 
borrowing money in Europe. It means 
that we have a use for it~—a:use which 
we believe to be profitable. Naturally 
our foreign creditor also believes it to 
be profitable, or he would indicate his 
rejuctance to lend by charging a higher 
interest rate than now, prevails. We use 
foreign capital because, great as is our 
wealth, the extraordinary volume of 
business now being done here transcends 
the limits of our own financial resources. 

In comparing our departure from the 
path of financial soberness to the wild 
habits of exuberant youth, our foreign 
critic, we think, has stumbled into the 
pitfall of a false analogy. But here are 
his warning words: 

No country can show contempt for sound 
business rules with impunity, and the im- 
punity apparently enjoyed by the United 
States for the disregard of the laws of 
economics, which is a consequence of that 
country’s comparative youth, merely 
amounts to delay in the day of reckoning 
for each occasion of economic debauch. 

The idea which possesses the mind of 
this writer is plainly that of excessive 
speculation. He evidently imagines that 
we are in the midst of one of those pe- 
.riods of frenzied financial gambling 
which oftentimes follow upon the ex- 
cessive inflation of a nation’s currency. 
The fact that our currency is not at the 
moment inflated, that it is indeed insuf- 
ficient for our present needs, and that 
we should very gladly and might with 
entire prudence increase it by $100,000,- 
000 if our currency laws permitted should 

have put The London Times writer on 
his guard against the’alluring simile of 
the dissipations of youth. 

The “economic debauch” into which 
we have plunged is mainly an attempt to 
make the facilities for our business more 

nearly adequate to its volume. It is per- 
fectly true that there is a very great 
voluine of new bonds in the market 
which have not yet passed from the 
hands of the underwriters into the 
hands of investors. In a great part they 
are the bonds of railroads requiring 
money to enlarge their terminals, lay 
more tracks, and add to their rolling 
stock equipment. This is precisely such 
an investment as a manufacturer makes 
when he discovers that his plant must 
be enlarged to enable him to keep up 
with his orders. Our commodities on 
their way to the seaboard for export 
have been beyond all precedent delayed 
in transportation through the inability 
of the railroads to furnish cars and loco- 
motives or through such freight block- 
ades as that which nearly paralyzed the 
traffic of the Pennsylvania Railroad at 
Pittsburg. The Pennsylvania Road itself 
is preparing to spend more than $100,- 
000,000 in adding to its facilities. 

This use of capital by the railroads in 
bettering and enlarging their facilities is 
justified by every law of business, It is 
no more a debauch than the eating of 
@ beefsteak is a debauch when the con- 
sumer of it is a hungry workingman em- 

le his muscles in productive labor. 
‘The railroads are not merely repairing 
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pacity which business now Calls for sys- 
tems that have not been materially en- 
larged for a dozen years or more. To 
say that their expenditures are not war- 
ranted is to say that this country is go- 
ing altogether to the dogs. Even our con- 
servative English friends do not expect 
to see our productiveness seriously cur- 
tailed, our prosperity altogether de- 
stroyed. The gross earnings of our rail- 
roads for the calendar year 1902 reached 
the immense total of $1,528,844,977, an 
increase of $82,000,000 over thé preced- 
ing year. Notwithstanding the general 
increase of wages, notwithstanding the 
falling off due to the anthracite coal 
strike and to the crop shortage of the 
preceding year, the net railroad earn- 
ings of the country for 1902 were $489,- 
879,407. This shows an apparent decrease 
‘of $3,000,000 in net earnings as compared 
with the preceding year, but it is the 
judgment of The Financial Chronicle, 
which has collated these statistics, that 
on complete returns this apparent de- 
crease would be converted into a small 
gain of probably $2,000,000. 

It is from such figures that we come 
to understand upen how solid a basis the 
present great prosperity of the country 
rests. Railroad earnings are not specu- 
lative. They reflect with great accuracy 
the business conditions of the country. 
At present these conditions are of high 
prosperity. That they are soon to become 
conditions of loss, disaster, and panic 
there is no visible reason to believe. The 
symptom upon which our Landon friend’ 
bases his diagnosis is one due not to 
economic debauchery, not to speculative 
kite-flying, but to the perfectly well un- 
derstood defects of our currency laws, 
Congress would not give us even the lit- 
tle relief which the Aldrich bill might 
have afforded. There was at no time 
during the recent session a reasonable 
prospect that it would pass such a meas- 
ure as was demanded in the resolution 
prepared by the committee of the Ameri- 
can Bankers' Association, ‘‘a law im- 
parting a greater degree of elasticity to 
our currency system, making it respon- 
sive to the demands of the business in- 
terests of the country.” If the banks 
were permitted to issue on sound secur- 
ity notes to meet; such business demands 
as those which now exist, notes which 
would be readily withdrawn when they 
were no longer needed, we should not see 
the surplus reserve on the point of ex- 
tinction in the month of March. We 
should hear less of undistributed bond 
issues and London critics of American 
industry and finance would speak in a 
correspondingly more hopeful tone. 


MR, CLEVELAND IN BROOKLYN. 

Brooklyn is famous for big audiences, 
and nothing would draw them more 
readily than the memory of their great 
citizen, Mr. BEECHER, unless it be the 
presence of Mr. CLEVELAND, The re- 
markable gathering at the Academy of 
Music on Sunday ‘evening, all the more 
remarkable in view of the raging storm, 
was an evidence of the attraction exert- 
ed by both these magnets. And as it 
turned out, what was intended to be and 
actually was an extraordinary demon- 
stration of the loyalty of Brooklyn people 
to Mr. BEECHER became also an even 
more extraordinary tribute to the char- 
acter and services of the ex-President. 

There is much in common between the 
two men. Each had powerful impulses, 
quick and unflinching courage, energy 
equal to any emergency, firm fidelity to 
deep and honorable convictions, and a 
profound sympathy with what are called 
—and what we may thank Gop really 
are—the common people, But in their 
careers, in the opportunities that came 
to them and the use they made of them, 
and especially in their personal gifts, 
there is difference amounting nearly to* 
contrast. Mr. BEECHER was beyond all 
doubt the most admired and beloved pop- 
ular orator, with the most varied and 
impressive equipment for his peculiar 
function, that the country has ever 
known. He had what may be called the 
native art of public utterance; he could 
touch every chord of human sensibility 
and emotion and sentiment; humor and 
wit, pathos and indignation, were as 
natural to him in the presence of a 
mighty multitude as gayety and tears are 
to children. From his prayer meeting in 
Plymouth Church to the raging mob in 
Liverpool there was no assembly of hu- 
man beings on which he could not work 
his will Mr. CLEVELAND is no orator. 
He is not even versed, as many less 
gifted men than he are, in clear and 
simple statement, and is often the vic- 
tim of a difficulty of expression that 
makes for ponderousness and almost 
clumsiness. But men do not have to 
seek his meaning; they are left in no un- 
certainty as to what he intends to say or 
to do; and that intent appeals irresisti- 
bly to the ruggéd sense and the faithful 
conscience of the great mass of his fel- 
low-citizens. Here is the tle that binds 
the vopular heart equally to the two 
men and made the great audience assem- 
bled to do honor to BEECHER eager to 
applaud vehemently every reference to 
CLEVELAND. 

Nor was any one of the older members 
of that audience who had known Mr. 
BEECHER in doubt as to the feeling he 
would have manifested on like oecasion. 
Not merely that Mr. BeecuerR had been 
an ardent admirer of Mr. CLEVELAND 
and fully in accord with him in the 
issues that his public career presented, 
but still more that the essential ideals of 
the two men were closely alike. What 
BexrcHeER felt in CLEVELAND, What made 
the pastor grapple the statesman to his 
soul with hooks of steel], was the safety 
of the man in all times of trial, the sense 
that no temptation could entice him, no 
risk stay him, no sophistry divert him 
from the path of duty as he saw that 
path. This feeling rests in the popular 
mind. It is expressed on every occasion. 
It pervades all classes, and exists in 
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ty differences, and rooted in the respect 
for the right that can be the property of 
no one party. It is a most honorable 
possession and must be a precious one to 
Mr. CLEVELAND. Modest as. he may. be, 
he cannot ignore its existence in the 
public mind, nor can he deny even to 
himself that its solid foundation is de- 
sert. Men, however gifted, do not fall by 
chance or drift into the hearts of their 
fellows in this fashion. They work their 
way there by actual service, by the use 
they make of their gifts and their oppor- 
tunities, by what they do and what they 
are, in the degree that they stand for the 
reality of that good for which humanity 
hungers and which it recognizes and 
gladly honors. 


COMMISSIONER GREENE’S “CALL.” 

It is reported in police circles, we can- 
not say with what authority, that when 
Commissioner GREENE gave to Inspector 
Brooks the warning contained in the 
letter clsewhere printed, he remarked 
that he had been a police officer for 
thirty days and the Inspector for thirty 
years, and asked him how .it would 
seem if the Commissioner should get evi- 
dence against gambling houses which 
the Inspector could not, or did not, get. 
And the alleged answer was that it 
would seem extremely hard on the In- 
spector. 

As a matter of fact, the Commissioner 
did get the evidence which the Inspector 
failed to get, and the Commissioner has 
asked the [Inspector to report in writing 
why he failed to get it. Gen. GREENE, 
with that fairness which he has shown 
from the start, declines to comment on 
the facts as they have been brought to 
public attention until he has received 
the Inspector’s report and explanation. 
We have no desire to be less considerate. 
But we feel at liberty”to congratulate 
the people of New York. that they have 
a Police Commissioner who not only has 
a high standard of police conduct, but 
has also a most impressive and practical 
way of testing the fidelity of his subor- 
dinates to that standard. And an obvi- 
ous fact which can hardly escape the 
attention cf the force is that the Com- 
missioner is all the time finding new 
ways of applying his tests. Possibly it 
may occur to them after a while that 
the simplest and safest mode of meeting 
this novel situation is to do their full 
duty, to do it at once, and to keep doing 
it. We assure.them that, in our judg- 
ment, there is absolutely no other plan 
for getting on with Gen. GREENE. 


THE MURDER AT WATERBURY. 

We remark, with interest, but without 
sympathy, that the Mayor of Waterbury 
has announced the opinion that that 
town is brought into “everlasting dis- 
grace ’’ through the cold-blooded murder 
of a special policeman by a party of 
masked assassins. The special policeman 
was engaged in convoying a trolley car 
which was in danger from the violence 
of the strikers, Was doing his duty as a 
guardian of public order. And the men 
who murdered him were the representa- 
tives of ‘ organized labor.”” Whether they 
were actual strikers does not appear. 
Nor does it matter. 

Even the murder was not much more 
revolting than the Mayor’s expression. 
For the “everlasting disgrace’’ of Wa- 
terbury is particularly and specifically 
the everlasting disgrace of the Mayor 
himself, of the official clothed with the 
power and the responsibilityof main- 
taining order who has allowed and en- 
couraged the formation of murderous 
mobs. 

It is quite true that the Mayor of Wa- 
terbury is not the undisguised pirate and 
enemy of law and order that was that 
Mayor of McKeesport, Penn., who openly 
declared in effect that a “scab” had no 
right to live, and that whoever found 
him might righteously slay him. But 
BLAcK is no more unrespectable, as the 
Mayor of an American town, than KIL- 
DUFF. A Mayor, charged with the en- 
forcement of law and the maintenance of 
order, has no more right in time of riot 
and disorder to be a batter pudding than 
he has to be a pirate. And the Mayor of 
Waterbury has for days and weeks been 
showing himself as a man and official 
who, did not know whether or not he was 
more in favor of law and order than of 
the “labor vote,” 

A week ago, when the faithful and 
zealous prosecuting attorney of Water- 
bury had aroused the anger of a murder- 
ous mob and become the victim of a 
murderous assault by reason of his zeal 
and fidelity, this journal pointed out the 
gravity of the situation that had been 
created for Waterbury by the encourage- 
ment of mob rule. This completed mur- 
der is the natural sequel to that unpun- 
ished murderous assault. And the Mayor 
of Waterbury is individually responsible 
for the crime which he has the impu- 
dence publicly to deplore. So contempti- 
ble an official, in so serious a crisis, 
might at least have the grace to hold his 
tongue after his contemptibleness has 
wrought out its natural results. ’ 


WOMAN SUFFRAGE IN NEW HAMP- 
SHIRE. 

To-day the propesition to incorporate 
woman suffrage in the Constitution of 
New Hampshire, already passed by the 
Constitutional Convention of that State, 
comes up for the vote of the people at 
the polls. 

It will be submitted, of course, to an 
exclusively masculine electorate. But we 
do not believe that any different result 
would foilow from the submission of it 
to an exclusively feminine electorate. In 
the cases in which woman suffrage has 
been adopted by American communities 
the argument that has secured the adop- 
tion of it has mainly been that in the 
community in question, being a frontier 
community, males unduly preponderated, 
and that the adoption of the measure 
would tend to 
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tion. We are not aware that, in any in- 
stance, any notable influx of women has 
followed the adoption of this supposed 
inducement, And we rather imagine that 
the present Governor of New Hampshire 
expressed the sentiments of the majority 
of his constituency, of either sex, when 
he said, in his address to the Granges of 
the State: 

We should remember that participation 
of woman in public affairs always tends to 
draw her interest away from her most sa- 
cred duty, that of homemaking. * * * When 


woman wants the ballot, no honest, intel- 
ligent man will withhold it from her. The 


lack of interest among women in securing - 


the ballot is not so much from failure to 
recognize its value as from a true appre- 
ciation of their present exalted position in 
the homes of the Nation. When woman 
wants the ballot, this organization will not 
be an obstacle in her path, and even will 
help her secure it, but im the discussion uf 
the matter let us not overlook the impor- 
tance of an earnest effort to inspire wo- 
man with a true appreciation of her pres- 
ent influence and power as homemaker 
and character builder, and the loss to the 
Nation from any movement that detracts 
in the slightest degree from her intuitive 
conception of mind and heart in her noble 
mission in contributing to the homemaking, 
homeloving tendency of the American peo- 
ple. . 


It will doubtless be the wishes and 
the influence of the women of New 
Hampshire that will control the decision 
that is to be made to-day, just as much 
as if the electorate by which it is nomi- 
nally to be decided were composed en- 
tirely of women, or were already 
“mixed” and of both sexes. The late 
Fitz JaMes STEPHEN observed, in effect, 
“There is something, I hardly know 
how to cai) it—“ indecent’ is too strong a 
word—but unpleasagt in the direction of 
indecorum, in the public discussion of 
the relation of the sexes.’’ And the late 
FRANCIS PARKMAN observed, in a “ sym- 
posium ”’ on this very subject of female 
suffrage, that it was disagreeable and 
indelicate to engage in a public contro- 
versy with women, “or with men who 
assumed to represent them.” But it may 
be remarked in passing that a woman 
who thinks she would wield a greater in- 
fluence upon any subject which hap- 
pened warmly to interest her, by going 
to the polls and voting on it, (if she voted 
but once,) than by abstaining from that 
exercise and employing her influence in 
less direct ways, is not a very striking 
example of womanly success. As the 
great son of a New Hampshire mother 
once expressed it, such a woman is “ far, 
indeed, from the purpose of her crea- 
tion.” 

So that, whatever our notions may be 
about the desirableness of woman suf- 
frage, we can await with equanimity 
what will in any case be the verdict of 
the women of New Hampshire, always 
provided that the “issue” has been 
brought home to them, as it appears 
that it has. We know that, when the 
substitution for the old-fashioned meth- 
ods, as old as human nature, of the ex- 
ercise of the influence of women was 
seriously threatened ‘‘ honorable women 
not 4 few” took alarm and began to or- 
ganize in antl-suffrage societies against 
the proposition that their influence upon 
public affairs should be reduced to,that 
of the humble droppers of ballots in a 
box. If the women of New Hampshire 
are really allve to the question that 
comes up to-day we suppose there can 


be no doubt of the result of the election.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


~--Perhaps the most important, and cer- 
tainly not the least interesting, of the 
many letters from correspondents published 
in THs Timps on Sunday was that in which 
Dr. W. J, Ropinson discussed the education 
of pharmacists as it is conducted and con- 
trolled in this State; or; to be exact, in this 
city. The condition of affairs which he re- 
vealed is absurd in itself and terrible in 
its relation to the public health, for, with 
the two colleges of pharmacy. making 
ability to pay tultion fees the only required 
qualification for admission, and with the 
State Beard of Pharmacy—the examining 
and leensing body—composed of men in 
the faculties of those two colleges, the sit- 
uation is at once ridiculous and alarming. 
It is ridiculous because it is obviously cal- 
culated to produce the very worst results 
as t©) the competency and intelligence of 
pharmacists, and alarming because every 
one of us is obliged, sooner or later, and 
more or less frequently, to trust his life to 
the men turned out under a process fatally 
wrong in the beginning and in the ending, 
and presumably no better in between the 
two. If the colleges of pharmacy cannot 
and do not make instant and adequate de- 
fense against the accusations brought by 
Dr. Ropinson, it is the plain duty of the 
Legislature to take the matter up, and, by 
putting this important branch of education 
on a sensible footing, remedy evils the con- 
sequences of which could hardly be exag- 
gerated. Bad as are the adulteration and 
substitution of drugs about which we have 
heard so much of late, they are not so dan- 
gerous as lack of knowledge and skill on 
the part of those who put up the physi- 
clan's prescriptions, It is the difference 
between slow poisoning and sudden death, 
between rohbery and murder. : 


-——By purchasing an estate in England 
and depositing a fortune in gold and jew- 
els with a London bank, the Sultan of Mo- 
roceo justifies the reports that, for a Sul- 
tan of Morocco, he is an open-minded and 
far-sighted ruler, with no antiquated no- 
tions as to his political position and no 
more fanatical in matters of religion than 
the maintenance of that position requires. 
It is apparent also that he is not at all 
confident as to his chances of putting 
down the rebellion with which he has been 
struggling for months past, and that he in- 
tends, if worst comes to worst, not to die 
in @ last desperate battle with the would- 
be usurper, but to go quietly aboard a 
waiting ship and sail away to end his days 
in such happiness as wealth and peace 
ean give » King in exile. This may not be 
heroic, but it is business—it is the recogni- 
tion of facts, a making the best out of un- 
toward circumstance. It t# also an evi- 
dence of progress—for a Sultan of Morocco. 
By adepting this course he puts himself 
well abreast with the South American dic- 
tators; perhaps he has put himself a little 
ahead ef them, for they go to Paris, never 
to London, and, though they can have a 
good deal of fun in Paris, it ts at the cost 
of having a good deal of fun—disrespectful 
fun—made of their accents and their man- 
ners, while the English are a sefious folk 
and would not think of laughing at a man 
with a real title and money enough to live 
up te it. The Sultan will not be able to 
eut off any heads or impose any taxes 
after he gets to England, but he will have 
an opportunity to learn the sensations of 
paying taxes himself, which is something, 
apd he will be in go danger of having his 


owa head cut off, which is more. He will 
make a rather poor showing in history— 
there’s no denying that. He can console 
himself, however, with the thought that 
none of his predecessors has made any 
showing at all, except in the legends that 
pass for history in Spain, so that even in 
that respect he will be an exemplar of 
progress. 


——In judging the merits of the contro- 
versy in which President Hunter of the 
Normal College and City Superintendent 
MAXWELL have engaged, one cannot help 
noticing that the latter, while making very 
serious accusations, does so in general terms, 
while In defending himself the former gets 
at once to details, and so supplies the ma- 
terlals out of which to form an intelligent 
judgment. On one very important point— 
that of “practice teaching’'’—we are al- 
most sure that enlightened opinion will be 
with President HunTEeR and against Dr. 
MAXWELL. As an abstract idea, such 
teaching is not without its attractions, but 
it is certainly objectionable in application, 
and even in theory it is not sound on final 
analysis. For practice teaching involves 
the use of pupils—not lay figures that can 
be subjected to experiment without harm, 
but living beings, most of them with a 
limited time for the acquisition of knowl- 
edge as it is acquired in school, and sure 
to suffer an irreparable loss if their one 
opportunity is lost or lessened. President 


HUNTER holds that the untrained teacher’ 


is hurt as well as the pupils by practice 
teaching, and the contention seems entirely 
reasonable. Experience in the perform- 
ance of any work has undoubted advan- 
tages, but they are often vastly overesti- 
mated. One can learn to do anything by 
doing it, but the process is extremely slow 
and expensive, and, while the final results 
are sometimes very good, they are rarely 
the very best, and in the majority of cases 
they are either bad or leave much to be 
desired. 


—~—Whoever can may believe that the 
lights at the entrance of Chesapeake Bay 
have recently been seen by Captains sixty 
miles out at sea, but an easier task is 
oftered by a report from San Francisco 
that one day last week the Marine Hx- 
change observer stationed on Mount Ta+ 
malpais saw and recognized a vessel that 
Was exactly that distar:ce from the Golden 
Gate. The task is easier because the ob- 
server looked from a high altitude, and 
therefore the curvature of the earth did not 
interfere with his vision. It was the Pa- 
cific Coast steamship Senator which, thanks 
to an atmospheric clearness remarkable 
even in the glorious climate of California, 
enabled the human eye to enter into com- 
petition with wireless telegraphy. She was 
made out when she was sixty miles north 
of the Golden Gate, end was reported to 
all the subscribers to the Marine Exchange 
interested in the vessel. It was shortly 
after 9 o’clock when the lookout on Mount 
Tamalpais made out the Senator, and it 
was one hour later before the vessel was 
seen by the observer at Point Reyes. Fully 
four hours elapsed before the steamer was 
reported by the Merchants’ Exchange look- 
out at Point Lobos. The steamer Eureka 
was »icked ip when she was forty miles at 
sea, and the Pacific Mail steamer San 
Juan was twenty-two miles south when 
she war sighted. ‘This is a sufficiently re- 
markable record to meet all demands—ex- 
cept those of the Baltimore newspapers,

| JUSTICES OPPOSE 


CHILD LABOR BILL 


Existing Law !s Sufficient, They 


Say, If Enforced, 


Justice Mayer Describes Defects of the 
Pending Measure — His Associates 
in Special Sessions Concur. 


All of the Justices of the Court of Special 
Sessions, of which the Children’s Cofirt is a 
part, have announced théir opposition to 
Senator Hill's bill, now pending in the Leg- 
islature, by which it is sought to require 
newsboys, bootblacks, and peddlers to ob- 
tain licenses before they can lawfully ply 
their vocations in the streets. The measure 
has the indorsement of the Child Labor 
Committee and many church and philan- 
thropic societies in:this city. 

Justice Mayer last week wrote a letter to 
Senator Brackett, Chairman of the Judic- 
jary Committee, in which he pointed out 
some of the incongruities and technical de- 
fects of the law, and gave the reasons for 
the opposition of the Justices. In this letter 
the other Justices of the court concurred. 

In speaking of the bill yesterday, Justice 
Mayer said that laws in existence cover all 
of the conditions at which the proposed 
measure has been aimed; that nothing could 
be accomplished by its passage, and that, 
if the bill be passed, a great dea! of hard- 
ship would be imposed upon the honest poor 
and additional expense upon the taxpayers. 

“The proposed legislation,’’ Justice Mayer 
said, “robs the Magistrate of all judgment 
and comples him by set rules to lock up a 
child, irrespective of extenuating circum- 
stances or surrounding conditions. The 
husky boy of thirteen who is helping a re- 
spectable widowed mother is placed on the 
same footing with the undersized cigarette- 
smoking street arab who runs away from 
home and peddles newspapers in a dive in 
some notoriously bad neighborhood. 

“The boy who sells an ‘extra’ in the 
Bronx or in Harlem or in other residential 
neighborhoods at one minute after 9 P. M. 
on a fine Summer night must be arrested 
with the same alacrity as the boy who at 
midnight in the bitter Winter peddles 
matches in a street surging with the night 
life of the city. But the boy who loafs on 
the public thoroughfare at 10 o'clock and 
does not engage in any occupation may, 
under this bill, go at large. The pro- 
posed law says the boy must have attend- 
ed school 130 days during the year, and the 
boy who attends school for 129 days dare 
not sell a newspaper during July, August, 
and part of September—the school vacation 
—but he may run wild with opportunities to 
fight, break windows, play crap, annoy 
passers-by, and thieve because he is idle. 
The young immigrant, bright, physically 
sound, and ambitious, may not sell a Yid- 
dish or Italian newspaper until, after two 
or six or eight months, he has learned to 


read and write ‘simple sentences in the 
English language.’ he incongruities of 
this measure are legion.’’ 

Justice Olmsted, who opened the Chil- 
dren's Court, and is presiding there this 
month, said: 

** My associates have outlined some of the 
cmnpnaey objections to the bill. No feature 
of this bill is more unwise than the strict 
defining of what shall constitute a violation 
by the child. No regard whatever is had 
for the complex condition in this city by 
reason of which the case of each child is 
different from that of every other. My ex- 
perience as a City Magistrate and a Justice 
of the Court of Special Sessions leads me to 
concur most maar with my associates in 
strongly opposing the passage of this bill.’ 

*“T cencur with my associates in regard- 
ing the prepeses law as unnecessary,” Jus- 
tice Holbrook said. * It is crude, and draft- 
ed with an evident ignorance of existin 
laws. If passed it will embarrass and no 
assist the execution of laws relating to 
children. I sincerely hope that in the inter- 
est of the children and the orderly adminis- 
tration of the work of the court having 
jurisdiction over them in this county, that 
neither this nor similar bill will pass."’ 

“I agree most ‘heartily with my asso- 
ciates in the proposition that legislation 
dealing with these children is most vicious 
if it takes from the Judge his wer of in- 
guiry and discretion and substitutes there- 
or laws as immutable as those of the 
Medes and Persians,’’ Justice McKean said. 
“If the statements made in the pamphiet 

Child Labor in the Street’ are correct, 
they prove that the present compulsory edu- 
cation law in regard to truants is not en- 
forced, and it would be best to have a com- 
plete and strict enforcement of that law 
against the vicious children before legisla- 
tion is enacted tending to restrain the in- 
dustrious children.”’ 

“From my experience in the Children’s 
Court,” Justice Wyatt said, “I do not hesi- 
tate to say that if the provisions of the ex- 
isting law are fully carried out, no better 
system can be devised for reaching and 
saving the children who, because of im- 
prove ~ {DeeeeXe ae eee s roar own

CHILD LABOR BILL ATTACKED. 


John D, Lindsay, on Behalf of Society, 
Objects to Proposed Law to Affect 
Children of the Streets.

ALBANY, March 9.—Assemblyman Bost- 
wick received to-day from John D, Lindssy 
of the New York Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children a strong protest 
against the passage of the Child Labor 
bill upon which a hearing was given be- 
fore the Senate Judiciary Committee last 
Wednesday. This bill, which was first in- 
troduced by Mr. Agnew in the Assembly, 
provides for the licensing of newsboys and 
newsgirls, limits the hours in which they 
shall be allowed to be on the streets en- 
gaged in their occupations, and makes at- 
tendance at school a requisite for securing 
a@ permit. 

“The evils of vicious and depraved as+ 
sociation and the tendency to moral de- 
generacy to which street children are sub- 
jected are certainly no greater in the case 
of newsboys than in that of those unfortu- 
nate-ufvhins who have no occupation to 
engage even a part of their time,” says 
Mr. Lindsay. “There is nothing wrong 
or injurious in the mere selling of news- 
papers, and the average newsboy, who does 
not make the selling of newspapers the 
pretext for begging, is not as likely to get 
tate trouble as the boy who has no occupa- 

on, 

‘The bill requires the issuance of licenses 
to girls petween ten and fourteen years of 
age, as well as to boys, to peddle, black 
boots, or sell newspapers in the streets. 
Girls between fourteen and sixteen are not 
referred to at all, so that they may act as 
peddlers, bootblacks, or newsgirls without 
any license, 

‘Nothing could be more unfortunate to 
the child-saving cause than the enactment 
of a statutory permission of this character. 
The suggestion of allowing girls under six- 
teen years of e to sell newspapers in the 
streets ig shocking when it is recollected 
that the grossest cases of immorality are 
traceable directly to the employment of 
youer girls in street occupations. 

‘Girls. are to be allowed to peddle in 
the streéts until 9 o’clock at night. LiI- 
censes must be issued on application. No 
Gecrapen is vested In the schoo! authori-

** No orphan child for whom no guardian 
has been appointed or who has no custo- 
dian, and no child who has been deserted 
by its parents or guardian, cah obtain a 

rmit under the bill. This class of un- 
ertunate children, who have greater need 
for employment than any other class, t# 
absolutely denied the privilege of the law.”

DR. MAXWELL REPLIES. 


City Superintendent’s Comment Upon 
the Statement of President Hunter 
of the Normal College. 
William H. Maxwell, City Superintendent 
of Schools, said yesterday of the reply in 


Tue New YorxK Times of Thomas Hunter, 
President of the Normal College, to his 


(Dr. Maxwell's) remarks in his annual re- * 


part in regard to the Norma! College: 

“T have read with great interest Presi- 
dent Hunter's ‘defense’ of the Normal 
College against the criticisms I felt con- 
Strained to make upon the work of that in- 
stitution ‘in my Jast annual report. His 
defense may be divided into four parts: 

“ First. personal abuse of myself; sec- 
ond, a denial of my right to make any 
criticism on the Normal College; third, an 
exposition of his theory regarding the pro- 
fessional training of teachers, and, fourth, 
an admission that he has been compelled 
already to institute some of the reforms 
which I have advocated. As to President 


Huntcr's abuse—his impugning of my mo- 
tives—I consider it beneath my notice. As 
to my right to criticise the Normal Coll 
I have, in the first place, the same right 
that any ou has to criticise any institu. 
tion suppcrt at the public expen and 
have, in the secon place, an official 
right, given by Section 1,089 of the char- 
ter, which confers upon the City Super- 
intendent the authority to aneee or dis- 
approve for the pmpooes of city Heenses 
any institution which is recognized by the 
Regents as a college and which claims to 
provide professional training for teachers. 
‘As to President Hunter's theory re- 
garding the professional training of oer 
ers, I shall not take the time to discuss 
as it is not now held by any educator o 
prominence. It passed from the domain of 
practical educational discussion about a 
Wartes. of a century ago. As to President 
unter’s admission that he has been com- 
pelled to commence some of the reforms 
which T have advocated, I am reminded of 
what Fresident Plot said on a notable oc- 
casion a few years ago with regard to edu- 
cational refarms in general, ‘ Th are 
two stages,” said the President of Harvard. 
‘in every educational reform: in ek Tt 
the reform is impossible; in the second, / 
always existed.’ in the first stage t 
reform is bitterly opposed; in the secon 
when those who. are responsible for its 
necessity wake up to find that they must 
accept the inevitable, they endeavor to 
cloak their shortcoming by trying to show 
that they have anticipated the reformers. 
‘*Such is President Hunter's iti It 
makes no difference, however, how the re- 
form comes, if it only comes, beca as 
I said in my annual report, ‘ the condition 
and prosperity of the Normal College are 
a matter of vital interest and importance 
to the whole school system,’ ”’

FRENCH AND VIENNESE MUSIC. 

A concert of French and Viennese music, 
as it was styled in the announcements, was 
given yesterday afternoon at Daly's Thea- 
tre by Mr. Hermann Hans Wetzler and his 
orchestra, with “the assistance of Hugo 
Heermann, violinist; Emilio de Gogorza, 
baritone, and Charles Molé, flautist. There 
Was a curious and rather inconsequential 
progratname, enlisting the services of all 
these gentlemen,;and containing Strauss’s 
overture to ‘‘ Der Fledermaus ”’ and ‘“‘ Beau- 
tiful Blue Danube” waltz and four short 
pieces by Bizet, Massenet, and Delibes for 
orchestra; half a dozen French songs sung 
Mr, de Gogorza, an adagio by Mozart, and 
a Csardas by Jeno Hubay, played by Mr. 
Heermann, and a valse for flute with or- 
chestral accompaniment by Godard, for 
Mr. Molé. These are all excellent artists 
and gave pleasure in their performance, 
but Mr. Heermann showed some of the limi- 
tations of his art in the Hungarian piece, 
in which he was heavy-footed and succeed- 
ed in striking little of the Hungarian fire 
from the music. The orchestra played with- 
out much finish, and in the delightful 
“ Fledermaus” overture without much of 
the impulsive spirit that belongs there. 

There was a novelty on the programme 
besides—a “prelude,” as it was called, 
without further clue to its significance, by 
R. L. Cottonet, Mr. Cottonet’s name is 
known to many New Yorkers, though not 
as a composer of music. His prelude is 
clearly the work of an amateur, as is 


shown in its musical structure and in the 
instrumentation, though there are some ef- 
fective points in each. There seemed to be 
no urgent desire on the part of the larger 
ublic to hear music of the French and 
‘iennese masters and Mr. Cottonet, and 


‘the audience was small.

PLAY BY R. B. MOLINEUX. 


“Was It a Dream ?” Has Its First Pro- 
duction at Proctor’s Twenty- 
third Street. 


“Was It a Dream?” is the question pro- 
pounded in the title of a one-act play by 
Roland B. Molineux produced for the first 
time yesterday afternoon at Proctor’s 
Twenty-third Street theatre. Webster thus 
defines ‘“‘dream’”’: ‘“‘To have a visionary 
notion or idea; to imagine; a wild conceit; 
an idle fancy. If, therefore, Mr. Molineux's 
query referred to his own notion as to his 
ability to join the ranks of successful 
American dramatists, the answer, in the 
light of the present exhibit, to the ques- 
tion, ‘‘ Was It ® Dream?” must be af- 
firmative. ; 

The programme said that the scene was 
“the den” of the Hon. John Lineage, 
and also conveyed this information as to 
the time of action—‘‘ the present—but wait 
and see.”” The audience waited and saw a 
youthful couple enter the darkened room. 
The man—one Jack Lineage—son of the 
Hon. John Lineage—announced that it was 
his twenty-first birthday. He also informed 


the young woman, May Mannerly or name, 
that he was desperately in love with her, 
and that he was determined to marry her. 
Miss Mannerly. however, reminded him 
that she was the daughter of a mechanic, 
and that his father certainly would not 
consent to the union. 

The Hon. John Lineage then enters and 
announces that he has chosen a wife for 
his son, This leads to trouble in the house- 
hold, the Hon. John scouting the idea of 
his son marrying a mechanic's daughter 
and telling of his own proud ancestry. As 
the act progresses the Hon. John brings 
out a mystic crystal globe, which reveals 
scenes of the past so effectually as to put 
the boasted ancestors in a most unpleas- 
ant light.

Of dramatic incident Mr. Molineux's play 
exhibits nothing that is new or above me- 
diocrity. The characters talk a good deal, 
but say little that is of interest to any one 
save themselves. The vision idea has been 
a favorite since Little Eva first made her 
ascent to glory, if not long before. Asa sop 
to the curious, Mr. Molineux’s pay will 
probably serve its purpose, but for those 
who desire entertainment the other parts 
of the excellent Proctor bill may be more 
justly commended.

HALL OF RECORDS DECORATION. 


Fine Arts Association Decides on His- 
torical Mural Paintings. 


The Fine Arts Association of New York

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Robert O, Fuller.

BOSTON, March 9.—Robert O. Fuller of 
Cambridge died this morning at the age of 
seventy-three. He was head of the metal 
house of Fuller, Dana & Fitz until 1892, 
when he retired. He was a member of the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives in 
1871 and 1872; of the State Senate in 1872 
and 1873, of the Executive Couneil of Gov. 
Ames in 1889-1890, and of Gov. Brackett’s 
Council in 1891. In 1896 he was a member 
of the Electoral College which gave the 


office of President of the United States to 
William McKinley. For many years he 
was a member of the Cambridge School 
Committee. Mr. Fuller served as trustee 
for many institutions, among them being 
Cambrid # Hospital, Worcester Academy 
Colby College, and the Newton Theological 
Institution. He was one of the founders 
of the Commercial Club of Boston and of 
the Boston Baptist Social Union. He had 
served as President of the American Bap- 
tist Home Mission Society and also of the 
American Baptist Missionary Union. He 
made generous gifts to charitable and re- 
tigious institutions. Those to the Mission- 
ary Union alonge aggregated more than 
$109008. In 1818 he made a tour of the

WASHINGTON, March 9.—Gen. James 
Winning McMillan, a member of the Board 
of Review of the Pension Bureau and a 
veteran of both the civil and Mexican wars, 
died at his home in this city to-day, aged 
seventy-seven years. He was a grandson 
of Col, James McMillan, a member of 
George Washington's staff, and was a 
neighbor of Abraham Lincoln for many 
years. He was brevetted Major General in 
March, 1865. Gen. McMillan commanded 


the First and Second Brigades of the Nine- 
teenth Army Crops, served with Butler in 
the Gulf campaign, and captured the block- 
ade runner Fox, one of the richest prizes 
of the civil war. He was a native of 
Clarke County, West Va. A widow and 
three daughters survive him.

GILBERT Hicks, who was for many years 
a prominent figure in public life in the old 
town of Flatbush, died on Saturday night 
at his home, 49 Rutland Road, Brooklyn, 
in his seventy-third year. For six years 
he was Postmaster of Flatbush, and later 
Town Clerk. He was for thirty years con- 
nected with the Department of Charities 
in Brooklyn, retiring seven years ago. Mr. 
Hicks was a member of Kings County 
Lodge, F. and A. M.. He leaves a widow 
and three daughters. The funeral services 
will be held at his late home this evening. 


SAMUEL P. TENNEY, ex-Mayor of Chelsea, 
Mass., died suddenly yomtertey. aged sixty- 
five.

Stocks rally sharply. 

Yesterday there was another transfor- 
mation scene on Wall Street. On Satur- 
day sales were limited to the number of 
‘buyers willing to make bargains on their 
own terms. The reduction of the re- 
serves was. discussed as though it were 
irremediable, and it might almost have 
been thought that December last was at 
hand again. So bad was the condition 
of affairs that the tefégraph brought us 
especial condolences from our British 
cousins. Even the staid London Times 
permitted itself to think, and say, that 
“we have bitten off more than we can 
chew.” Perhaps, but the telegraph yes- 
terday brought word that the bears in 
Americans were scrambling to cover in 
London, and the same was true of our 
own market. 

It cannot be said that the dealings 
were strong uniformly, either in time or 
throughout the list. But it is true that 
the market opened nervous and weak 
and closed strong, at practically the 
best prices, and that the weakest stocks 
of Saturday were the strongest yester- 
day. Only three stocks largely dealt in 
fell a point or more, while the advances 
were both more numerous and larger, 
upon dealings the largest for two 
months. There is nothing humorous 
vabout this to those who sacrificed their 
property Saturday, or had it sacrificed 
for them, but mere observers can scarce- 
ly fail to smile at a total change of con- 
ditions with no change of causes. What 
simple folk these speculators be who 
buy and sell from day to day with no 
rational motive, however ardent their 
hopes or guesses regarding the course of 
prices. Yesterday conditions were actu- 
ally. worse than Saturday. More loans 

~were called, money went higher, and al- 
though the course of sterling promised 
relief the working of the foreign money 
markets in other respects gave signs that 
they were seeking to protect themselves 
against the rapacity of those whom they 
‘were commiserating. ‘‘ Abroad ’’ does not 
understand us the least in the world, 
nor is it surprising, since we scarcely un- 
derstand ourselves. 

Two topics monopolized. attention. 
Southern Pacific was exceptionally 
strong upon rumors of agreement be- 
tween the high contracting powers, 
which, however, was denied. No atten- 
tion is due to rumors of that sort, but 
attention is due to the principles in- 
volved, of which there are several. One 
is how much attention developers of 
properties should rightly pay to specu- 
lative pools with temporary interests. 
Another is whether dividends reported as 
earned should be divided, or whether 
earnings may be diverted wholly to bet- 
terments against the desire of large act- 
ual interests, although they be speculat- 
ive, or even because they are speculative. 
Pennsylvania itself borrows, and is ap- 
proved for borrowing, for improvements, 
after devoting one dollar dividends 
agains} each dollar to betterments. It is 
difficult to see why a mere stringent 
rule should be applied to a weaker prop- 
erty, especially when such a considerable 
body of owners disapprove it. It would 
seem a case for compromise. Why should 
not the minority have representation, at 
least? Or why should not Union Pacific 
appropriate to the benefit of Southern Pa- 
cific some portion of the proceeds of the 
collateral mortgage for which Union Pa- 
cific has pledged its Southern Pacific 
holdings? In brief, should a corporation 
be operated with regard to its own condi- 
tion or be exploited as part of another 
system, despite protests. Technically, of 
course, it is a case for each party to vote 
its stock, and for the minority to sub- 
mit. But compromise is wiser, as the 
Street’s reception of rumors of compro- 
mise attests. 


The: second topic was the Sub-Treas- 
ury’s contirued absorption of cash. This 
indicates that credits must be curtailed 
in fourfold degree, but not that they 
should be. The collections of the Treas- 
ury have no necessary or rightful rela- 
tion to the soundness of any loan or any 
borrower, hut the withdrawal of reserves 
money: inexorably requires that credits 
shall be reduced without regard to the 
desires or necessities of borrower or lend- 
er. The banks cannot stop the drift of 
money into the Sub-Treasury. When 
their reserves are deficient they must re- 
store them, distinguishing doubtless be- 
tween different. borrowers, but often 
compelling liquidation unwillingly to 
themselves and their customers alike. 
There are striking resemblances and dif- 
ferences between the situations in Lon- 
don and NewYork. Absorption of taxes 
is embarrassing both money markets. In 
England there is a deficit due to the 
waste of war. Here there is an engorge- 
ment of wealth due to exceptional pros- 
perity. The situation is intrinsically bet- 
ter here, yet tae London money market 
is lower than ours, and we are borrow- 
ing there instead of their borrowing 
here. The English tax collections are 
banked automatically. Our law forbids 
that the customs shall be banked at all, 
and when trouble results to the money 
market our Secretary of the Treasury is 
only able to relieve it by extra-legal 
acts and throwing himself upon the in- 
dulgence of his countrymen. It is the of- 
ficial concern of our Treasury to require 
the banks to restore deficient reserves, 
but it is nobody's duty, and nobody has 
the power to prevent eonditions assum- 
ing such a phase that the banks cannot 
accommodate borrowers of undoubted 
solvency. Liquidation fer rightful rea- 
sons is one thing; liquidation for reasons 
having no relation to proper reasons for 
granting or withholding accommodation 
is another. It is a dull subject in theory, 
however engrossing in its individual ap- 
plications, and Wall Street is doomed to 
hear more of currency laws and condi- 
tions than since it demonstrated against

MONEY MARKET SITUATION. 


There were several interesting and im- 
portant developments in the local monetary 
situation yesterday. One of these was the 
rise in cali money rates to 7 per. cent., 
with later offerings in plenty at the legal 
rate and, toward the close of the day, at 
lower figures. These closing offerings, 
however: are not a fair indication of the 
true situation, as they came after most of 
the day’s demands had been satisfied. Time 
money stiffened somewhat, 6 per cent. be- 
ing asked for all periods, but with little 


business doing, borrowers holding off for 
lower figures. 

A feature of the offerings yesterday was 
that much of the money came from foreign 
banking houses. The local institutions were 
not free lenders. 

Another—and a natural development—was 
that the higher rates stopped the flow of 
money to the interior and, instead, attracted 
money from other cities. At the same time 
not a few brokers paid off their loans here 
and negotiated loans with out-of-town 
banks. Inasmuch as these banks carry bal- 
ances in New York, the effect of this is 
helpful from a bank statement standpoint. 
The out-of-town bank, in making the loan, 
reduces its deposits in New York; the bor- 
rower is able with the newly borrowed 
money to pay off his original loan with the 
New York bank, so that in the process the 
New York banks reduce both loans and 
deposits. Further by reducing their depos- 
its without changing the amount of cash 
he Id _by them surplus reserves are increased 
by 25 per cent. a the amount of the loan. 

Another development of the day was one 
of the most sensational breaks that the 
sterling exchange market has seen in a 
single day for some-months, the rates fall- 
ing fully %ec. on the pound. This was due 
to the higher rates for money here and the 
free offering of bills. Of course the regu- 
lar gold importing point is still far eway, 
but it fs understood that some special gold 
import engagements may be announced at 
any time, 


LOW PRICES’ COMPARED. 


In view of the decline in the stock mar- 
ket in the last few weeks from the high 
figures rcached after the recovery from the 
December slump, it is interesting to com- 
pare the low prices recorded on the pres- 
ent movement with the low for the year 
1902. . While’ this shows most important 
stocks well above last year’s level, it dis- 
closes also that such representative stocks 
as New York Central, Pennsylvania, Balti- 
more and Ohio, and Union Pacific are (or 
were at the low level yesterday) at lower 
than the low prices of 1902. Even St. Paul,

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CAPT. PIPER’S STUDIES 
OF LONDON’S POLICE 


Deputy Commissioner Admires 
Method of Traffic Control. ° 


‘The Force There Turns Out Rascals for 
Its Own Honor — Approval of 
Schmittberger’s Promotion. 


Deputy Polite Commissioner Alexander 
Ross Piper, who has been in England for 
the last month studying police methods and 
conditions in the British metropolis, ar- 
rived home yesterday afternoon on the At- 
Jantic Transport. liner Minnehaha. Capt. 
Piper will embody his observations in a 
report to Commissioner Greene. 

At Quarantine the police boat Patrol, 
with Inspector Smith and Sergt. Russell, 
Capt. Piper’s secretary, on board, met the 
Minnehahe and accompanied the liner up 
the bay. As soon as the Customs Inspec- 
tors finished with his luggage Capt. Piper 
and Mrs. Piper went aboard the Patrol and 
were taken to their home at Fort Hamilton. 

“The London police,” said Capt. Piper, 
*are a very efficient and courteous body 
of men. They are much younger looking 
than the New York policeman. They are 
likewise very well informed, and are cer- 
tainly intelligent. The men there are se- 
lected by a civil service system, and the 
Commissioner appoints whoever he desires 
out of the eligible lst. They are first put 
on two months’ probation, and befere their 
final appointment the officer unde whom 
the probationer ‘has been serving must send 
in an indorsement of the man’s fitness for 
the position. If this is adverse the man is 
droppéd. There is no ceremony in the way 
they Hrop a fellow over there. The Com- 
missioner has the power to drop any man 
he wishes, and he does not have to give 
his reasons, either. Most of the London 
policemén come from the country districts. 
After-a policeman has reached the age of 
fifty-five, and has been on the force twenty 
years, he may retire onghalf pay. 

‘*Il was impressed als® with the fact that 
only a few fat men were to be seen on the 
London force. That I think due to two 
causes. First, the men are younger, and, 


secondly, they do not drink as much as our 
men. he London policeman does not get 
any free drinks. If an innkeeper gives or 
sells whisky. to a policeman he gets a 
black mark, and when he goes for a re- 
newal of his license he meets with a keen 
disappeintment. Ong other thing, and 
where we have the best of the Londoner, is 
in regard to the number of women of 
doubtful character on the streets. rhey 
swarm Piccadilly, Regent, and Oxford. I 
met as many as forty on a single block. I 
talked with Sir Edward Bradford, the Po- 
lice Commissioner, on this subject, and he 
said that he did not see how they could be 


got rid of. 
* Yet the 
when on duty. 


London policeman is very active 
They have five men to see 
that they do their duty, while over here 
the work is done by two Roundsmen. The 
tours of duty are much the same as ours, 
the men being on duty eight hours, in two 
tours of four ‘Loure each. They have no re- 
serves, but as most of the men are unmar- 
ried and sleep in barracks they can be 
ealied out in quick order if necessary. 

“One of the principal reasons for my f0- 
ing abroad I have not touched on, and that 
is the method of handling street traffic, 
and I want to say that the London police- 
man in regard to thi portant part of his 
duties demands and gets absolute obedience. 
When you think a moment you will realize 
that this means a great deal. When the 
London policeman says ‘Move on, he 
means exactly what he says, and will not 
take any ‘ifs’ and ‘ands’ as an answer. 
Heavy materials cannot be carted through 
the streets between 10 0 clock in the morn- 
ing and 6 o'clock in the afternoon. 

“ Should a man get on the wrong side of 
the street or otherwise disobey the rules, he 
js made to get right, and he does not wait a 
second time to be told. Suppose he is on 
the wrong side. He cannot cross over the 
street, but must ty around the block and 
turn in the right direction. His number is 
taken by the policeman. and he will have 
to pay for his act . They do not pull him 
off the vehicle, nor do they arrest him, but 
they simply tell him to appear in court at 
a certain time, and he appears. The Lon- 
don driver has to pass an examination as to 
his ability, and the result is that they are 
well informed as to the city. 

- “Then. unlike the custgm here, the big 
merchant houses in London are not al- 
lowed to block the streets with their wares. 
Bhould a man on post not enforce the law 
in this respect he will be reported and 
@ropped from the force. Then these estab- 
lishments pay for the removal of their 
trade fefuse at the rate of 5 shillings for 
8Y, cublic yards. As for contractors, they 
are allowed to use one-half the sidewalk, 
while over here they are given one-third of 
the street. 

*T likewise noted how the streets are 
cleaned. In the busy centres incinerators 
are placed, and they are doing excellent 
work. They cost less, too, than our sys- 
tem of sending refuse out to sea in barges. 
The pavements are.of asphalt and wood 
blocks, and when the weather clears sand 
is sprinkled over the asphalt and gravel 
over the wood. The cleaning is done with 
squeeges. There are iron boxes in the 
streets, into which the garbage is thrown, 
and such a thing as a garbage can is never 
seen. 

** But to return to the police, there is one 
thing I want to say before I stop talking, 
and that is about the esprit de corps of the 
London force. If, among the officers, there 
is any rascality or bribe taking, the men in 
his class soon find it out and make it their 
business ‘to get rid of him. There is no at- 
tempt to conceal. The officérs simply re- 
port what they have found out, and with- 
out ceremony the offender is brought to 
justice. This they do for the honor of 
their office.”’ 

Capt. Piper said that the cabled report to 

the effect that he had said that London 
police should use their clubs in crowds was 
misconstrued. He had said that the Lon- 
don police should make everybody on state 
‘occasions stand back when the streets are 
‘crowded, instead of concentrating their 
efforts on the people in the front line. 
" When told ‘of Capt. Schmittberger’s pro- 
motion to an Inspectorship, Capt. Piper re- 
plied: ‘ Personally I am glad to see that 
Schmittberger has been made.an Inspector. 
df he was good enough to be a Captain he 
was good enough to be an Inspector, If he 
«was not good enough to be an Inspector he 
Was not good enough for police Captain 
and should have been got rid of.”’ 

When asked as to his rumored resig- 
nation, he said: ‘I am back to work and 
‘not to resign.”’ 


GRAIN BROKER IN JAIL. 


Calumet Grain and Elevator Co. Com- 
plainant Against L. J. Chapman. 


Louis J. Chapman, who formerly was an 
operator on the floor of the Produce Ex- 
change, is locked up in Ludlow Street Jail 
‘on an order signed by Justice O'Gorman 
“yesterday and served by Deputy Sheriff 
“‘Walgering. Chapman remains there in de- 
fault of $10,500 bail, which was fixed in 
the order. 

The Calumet Grain and Elevator Com- 
pany of Illinois is the complainant in the 
action against Chapman, asserting that 
‘the latter was its sole agent on the floor of 
the Produce Exchange until. the early part 
of the present year. The company's offi- 
_cials declare that between November last 


and January of the present year Chapman 
fraudulently and without their knowledge 
used their name in the purchasing and sell- 
ing of grains and like commodities, and 
concealed all knowledge of this from them. 
-In these transactions the officials declare 
that Chapman suffer: a loss of about 
$38,000. which he could not meet. He then 
is declared to have disappeared, leaving the 
company to make good the loss suffered in 
their name.

RECEIVERS FOR DRESSER BROOKS oe 


Expression of Belief That. the Assign- 
ment Is Void—Creditors’ Willing- 
ness to Assist the Firm. 


Judge Adams, in the United States Dis- 
trict Court, yesterday appointed Robert 
C. Morris and Charles 8. Mackenzie tem- 
porary receivers of the assets of Dresser 
& Co., commission merchants in hosiéry, 
silks, &c., at 15 and 17 Greene Street, 
against whom a petition in bankruptcy was 
filed on Saturday. Mr. Morris is the Chair- 
man of the Republican County Committee 
and Mr. Mackenzie is a lawyer, to whom 
the firm made an assignment on Saturday. 
The receivers Were appointed on the appli- 
cation of Black, Olcott, Gruber & Bonynze, 
attorneys for William N. Dutch, a creditor. 
The d of-the\receivers was fixed at 
$100,000 They are authorized to continue 
‘the business in its regular and ordinary 
course and, to make contracts for the sale 
and delivery of goods, wares, and mer- 
chandise until the further order of*the 
court. 

In the-application for the receiver it was 
said that it was believed that the assign- 
ment is void, and that it was necessary 
that a receiver be appointed in order that 
tire accounts receivable may be collected 
properly; that the equity. over advances to 
consignors of merchandise may be protect- 
ed through the proper and diligent sale of 
such merchandise, and the equity on mer- 
chandise pledged may be conserved by 
avoiding the unnecessary sacrifice of such 
merchandise through sale by the pledgees. 
In addition to which the accounts may re- 
quire constant pushing in order to yield 
any result. 

The petition in bankruptcy, which was 
filed on Saturday, was made public yester- 
day in the United States District Court 
Clerk's office. It appears that three cred- 
itors joined in the petition, viz.: William 
N. Dutch, for $216 on an assigned claim of 
Tobias A. Wright for merchandise sold to 
the firm between Dec. 10 and Feb. 28 last; 
Charles S. Atkinson & Co., for $43 for 
money paid out on Feb. 6 for premiums on 
fire insurance _ policies, and Charles C. 
Hogue, for $242 on an assigned claim of 
the Security Warehousing Company for 
premiums due on warehouse receipts issued 
to Dresser & Co. on goods stored with the 
company. 

In the matter of the applicatién yester- 
day, Morris J. Hirsch, attorney for Dresser 
& Co., consented to the appointment of a 
receiver. Both of the receivers called upon 
Mr. Hirsch yesterday afternoon to discuss 
the affairs of the firm. Mr. Hirsch -said 
last evening that the books of the firm are 
being written up. 

As far as is known at presént, the liabil- 
ities of the firm are about $1,250,000, The 
assets include about $250,000 in aecounts 
and receivables which are not pledged, 
$110,000 equity in mierchandise, and $285,000 
in accounts due from mills. Ag to Mr. 
Dresser’s personal Habilities and assets, 
Mr. Hirsch said that he is without the 
necessary data, because much depends on 
the value of the securities which he owns, 
some of which are hypothecated. The cred- 
itors who have been heard from express 
a willingness to assist the firm to adjust 
affairs and resume business. The firm has 
orders on hand for $300,000 worth of goods 
to be filled from the mills, and the receiv- 
ers can carry out these orders and make 
something for the creditors. 


ASKS $10,000 FOR DOG BITE.

John Hyslop, for years the official meas- 
urer of the New York Yacht Club, is the

The case occupied 
the entire day in the court, and will be 
continued this morning. 

It is said that on May 14, 1900, as the 
girl was talking to her mother on the front

ant, came along with the dog. While the 
young woman was speaking with Mrs.

COTTON MARKET ERRATIC. 


Prices Finally Higher and the Volume 
of Transactions Less. 


The cotton market was erratic yesterday. 
Opening under the greatest excitement with 
a decline of ten points from Saturday's 
close, it closed some sixteen points above 
this price, this, however, under decreasing 
activity the total sales for the day being 
estimated at not more than 400,000 bales. 
During the day prices moved sluggishly, 
but in the afternoon, under covering from 
bears and renewed buying from bulls there 
was a gradual improvement. 

News which would affect the market was 
of a contradictory nature. Fear of floods 
was seized as a bull argument, while the 
bears talked much of heavy receipts at 
Seuthern points, but the main influence 
which cautioned both buyers and sellers 
and kept the market in comparative inac- 
tivity was the money question. Most of the 
activity was in the May and July options. 
May closing at 9.69, having at one time 
been as low as 9.54.

LEGAL NOTES. 


RicHT TO Kitt Docs THAT WorRRY SHEEP. 
—On the trial of an action brought by 
Agnes Smith against George Wetherill in 
the Oneida. County Court to recover dam- 
age: for the alleged unlawful killing by 
the defendant’ of her dog, the evidence 
howed that the animal was shot on prem- 
ises adjoining those owned by. Wetherill 
after he had been chasing sheep. The 
defendant asserted that he was justified 
in shooting dog under a statute which 
provided that any person may kill any dog 
which he shall see chasing; worrying, or 
wounding any sheep. The trial Justice 
charged the jury, as a matter of law, that 
the statute was not a defense, because the 
dog was not chasing or worrying or 
wounding any sheep at the time he was 


shot, The Fourth Appellatd Division, on 
an appeal for a verdict against Wetherill, 
has decided that the charge was crroneous. 
“At common law,’ said Justice Nash, for 
the court, “a dog might be killed in defense 
of or when necessary for the protection 
or preservation of property. The statute 
goes further. It provides for the killing of 
a dog that wrongfully chases, worries, or 
wounds sheep. If it does these things, it 
must be killed.” 4 5

FALsE ANSWER BY REQUEsT.—Sterling B. 
Alden, in March, 1889, reeeived an endow- 
ment certificate for $2,000 in the Supreme 
Tent of the Knights of the Maccabees of 
the World through the Sandusky Tent. A 
year before Alden had applied for insur- 
ance in the same order through the John- 
sonburg Tent, but as the action of his 
heart was unsteady his application was re- 
jected. This rejection was not mentioned 
by Alden in his application to the San- 
dusky Tent, and after his death, in a suit 
by his widow to recover on the endowment 
certificate, the insurance order set up the 
falsity of Alden’s answer as a defense. Mrs. 
Alden, to explain the inference or conclu- 
sion of fraud, sought to show by a witness 
who was present at the time Mr.. Alden 
signed the application,. that one Spring a 


**special organizer ”’ of the Knights of the 
‘Maccabees knew of the rejection of Alden’s 
former application, but got to make 
the answer he did, saying that he (Spring) 
would explain the answer to the Knights. 
The trial court, however, would not allow 
the evidence to go before the jury, and 
directed a verdict for the defendant. The 
Fourth Appellate Division, on Mrs. Alden’s 
appeal, has decided that the ruling was 
erroneous. “ This evidence was clearly com- 
petent,”’ said Justice Pardon 6.

Commissioner Greene’s Letter to 


the Detectives’ Head. 


The Efficiency of the Bureau and the 
Skill ahd Ability of the, Men in 
Charge the Question Involved. 


Inspector Brooks, in charge of the De- 
tective Bureau, was called upon yesterday 
by Commissioner Greene to explain why he 
had failed to obtain evidence against the 
principal gambling houses in the city. The 
request of the Commissioner was made in 
& somewhat peremptory letter, the tenor 
of which, coupled with the fact that the 
Comnussioner and the Inspector evidently 
held divergent views as to the ability of 
the bureau to get <vidence against gam- 
bling housér,. .reated an impression in Mul- 
berry Street last night that the result 
probably would be the retirement of In- 
spector Brocks. 

The fact that Commissioner Greene's spe- 
cially employed detectives from Western 
cities had been able to get within a few 
days evidence that warranted ‘the raids 
made Saturday night on the two alleged 
gambling houses in the Tenderloin, when 
the Detective Bureau had failed, prompted 
the Commissioner to ask for an explana- 
tion of Inspector Brooks. The Commis- 
sioner’s letter follows: 
Inspector Nicholas Brooks, 

tective Bureau: 

Sir: On the 2d of February, in the presence 
of the two Deputy Commissioners and the Chief 
Inspector, I informed you that the entire uni- 
formed force was at your disposal from which 
to select such men as you desired for the pur- 
pose of obtaining evidence against the principal 
gambling houses, and that I expected you, as 
the heal of the Detective Bureau, to get such 
evidence within fifteen days from that time. 
On the following day you asked for funds to 
be used for this purpose, and the amount you 
asked for was immediately given to you. 

You wil lreport to me in. writing if you have 
obtained” such evidence, and, if not, you will 
acate _ reason why you have failed to ob- 

. F. V. GREENE, Police Commissioner. 

In the afternoon Inspector Brooks spent 
some time in the office of the Commis- 
sioner. 

“Inspector Brooks made the statement to 
me,” said Gen. Greene later, ‘that never 
in the history of the Police Department 
had the Detective Bureau been able to 
gather evidence egainst gambling houses.” 

“Is that true?’ was asked 

“That I cannot say,” replied the Com- 
missioner. 

‘*Has the Inspector tried to get this evi- 
dence?”’ 

“He told me that ever since he took 
charge of the Detective Bureau,” said the 
Commissioner, ‘“‘he had had his men at 
work in all parts of the city, and that 
they had been unable to get the evidence 
desired.”’ 

* Do you think it is not possible for the 
Detective Bureau to get this evidence?” 
was asked. 

‘*T think, in a general way, that the bu- 
reau should obtain the evidence.” 

Asked about the excuses or explanations 
made at that time, Commissioner Greene 
said that he would make no comment. The 
explanation and report of the Inspector, he 
said, would be made to him in writing 
later Until he received that report, he 
said, he would not discuss what might 
occur. 

When Inspector Brooks was placed at 
the head of the Detective Bureau Commis- 
sioner Greene told him that he had the 
chance of his lifetime; that he was in a 
position to become the best-known police- 
man in the United States and in the world. 
The Commissioner does not say that the 
fault of the bureau in its failure to fulfitt 
his expectations is the fault of the In- 
spector, but he says that Inspector Brooks 
has to stand responsible for everything 
that has been done in the bureau since he 
assumed control. The Commissioner added: 

‘**1 do not want to be put in the position 
of making any charge at this time against 
the’ personal integrity of anybody. The 
questipn here is the efficiency of the De- 
tective Bureau and the skill and ability of 
the men in charge of it.” 


TWO NEW CAPTAINS NAMED. 


Gehegan, Passed Over Thrice In the 
List of Eligibles, Is One, and 
Aloncle Is the Other. 


Two new Police Captains were appointed 
by Commissioner Greene yesterday. ‘They 
were Sergts. George A. Aloncle and Joseph 
Cc. Gehegan, the former attached to the 
West Sixty-eighth Street Station and the 
latter tu the Detective Bureau. Capt. Alon- 
cle was assigned to the Ninth Precinct— 
the Charles Street Statlon—and Capt. Ge- 
hegan to the Thirty-fifth Precinct, which 
is the Alexander Avenue Station, in the 
Bronx. 

The appointment of Capt. Gehegan was 
unexpected in the department. His name 
had been passed over three times, and was 
taken off the eligible list. 

“TI got further information about Sergt. 
Gehegan,”’ said the Commissioner when he 
announced the appointments, ‘‘ and I decid- 
ed that he would make a good Captain. 
Accordingly his name was returned, re- 
pmoes on the eligible list, and I appointed 

m,”’ 

Capt. Gehegan was appointed to the po- 
lice force June 2; 1882; made a Roundsman 
Dec. 20, 1889, and a Sergeant May 24, 1802. 
Capt. Aloncle was appointed patrolman 
April 17, 1886. He never held the rank of 
Roundsman, but was made Sergeant April 
22, 1898, and was assigned to desk duty in 
the Detective Bureau. Later he was made 
a Detective Sergeant.

CONFERENCE ON EXCISE. 


Greene, Justices Olmsted 
Mayer, and Mr. Jerome Meet at 
Police Headquarters. 


Much interest and some worry was 
aroused about Police Headquarters late 
yesterday afternoon by @ succession of vis- 
itors to Commissioner Greene, who re- 
mained closeted with him for comsiderable 


periods. 

First arrived Justices Olmsted and May- 
er of the Court of Special Sessions, at about 
5 o'clock. A little later District Attorney 
Jerome called and remained about an hour, 
and after him Inspector Brooks was ush- 
ered in. 

The Justices and the Inspector refused to 
talk about the subject discussed. Gen. 
Greene said the calls had no special signifi- 
cance, and late last night Mr. Jerome said 
that the matter he and Gen. Greene had 
under discussion was not yet ripe for en- 
nouncement, but that it was not in refer- 
ence to Inspector Brooks. 

It was learned later in the evening that 
the conference was on éxcise matters. Gen. 
Greene’s attitude on the Raines law hotel 
question has been known for some time, 
and it is said that some time o he asked 
the Justices of the Court: of lal Ses- 
sions to call upon him, that they might 
discuss this matter in a friendly way. 

It was also said that District Attorney 
Jerome was not called into the conference, 
but that his visit to Police Headquarters 
was purely accidenta.. He joined in the 
talk cause he happened to be there. It 
is understood that Gen. Greene simply 
wanted to know where he stood on certain 
matters pertaining to the Raines law hotel 
question. .

Germans Angry at Stoppage of the 
Society’s Opera on Sunday. 


Months of Preparation by Members Go 
for Naught—Many Theatre Man- 
agers and Actors Held. 


Police Commissioner Greene yesterday 
received reports from the various Police 
Courts showing that of thirty-six arrests 
for violations of the law regarding theatri- 
cal performances on Sunday, twenty-three 
were held for examination, the others be- 
ing discharged. The action of the police 
had been taken on complaints from the 
Sabbath Protective League and the Actors’ 
Church Alliance. Among those held until 


to-morrow were the following, whose bail 


was fixed at $500: David Kraus, manager of 
the Dewey Theatre, and William Weston, 
an actor there; Manager Suesskind of Ter- 
race Garden, Frafik Steinberg of the Irv- 
ing Place Theatre, Hugo Morris of the 
Third Avenue Theatre, Louis C. Hamburg 
of Clarendon Hall, and William A. Shaw, 
an actor; M. Nathan of the Grand Central 
Palace, and Edward Quinn of Proctor’s 
Fifty-eighth Street Theatre. 

Leopold Spachner, manager of the Thalia 
Theatre, with Kalaman Jewelier and Beth 
Bertha Fanzman, performers, were dis- 
charged in the Tombs Police Court. Po- 
liceman Gerhold. of the Elizabeth Street 
Station, who arrested them, said he did not 
understand what was said on the stage, but 
it seemed to him like farce comedy. He 
admitted that all the players were in street 
dress egcept Miss Fanzman, who appeared 


in a green costume. 
Thomas Dinnean, the prisoners’ counsel, 


made the plea that this is the month for 


the wearing of the green. 
“ Wearing green in the Thalia Theatre on 


a Sunday night because of the Seven- 
teenth!” exclaimed. Magistrate Barlow, 
smiling, as he freed the prisoners. 

Policeman Silverstein admitted that he 
did not understand the words of the per- 
formers at the\ People’s Theatre, in the 
Bowery, but he knew that the action of the 
piece included the murder of a woman by 
her stepson. 

“Those people did not get their money's 
worth,” said Magistrate Flammer. “ At 
the old Bowery Theatre unless a dozen 
were killed it was denounced as a poor 


play. He paroled the men. 

An indignation meeting of the full Board 
of Directors of the New York Turn-Verein, 
with the President of the board, G. Scholler, 
in the chair, was held last night in the 
clubrooms, Eighty-fifth Street and Lexing- 
ton Avenue, to protest against the action of 
the police in interfering. with the produc- 
tion of an operetta by members of the club 
and the women’s branch of the society on

The Directors, in addition to denouncing 
the action of the police, condemned the 
attitude of Mayor Low and other city offi- 
clais for qounienenctag what was described 
as a police outrage, and unanimously agreed 
to call a meeting of members and affilia- 
ted societies to protest against what was 
termed Mayor Low's breach: of faith in his 
ante-aeonan promises. The Turn-Verein 
has reteived telegrams and letters from 
most of the prominent German organiza- 
tions of the city, promising auipport and 
protesting against the police action. The 
Arion Society, the Liederkranz, the Heine- 
bund, and the Bichen Kranz are some of 
the organizations that were quoted by 
President Scholer as supporting the Turn- 
Verein. 

The Rev. Dr. Francis John @Clay Moran, 
Chairman of the Law Cémmittee of the 
Actcrs’ Church Alilance, last night said 
that a plan was on foot to put an end to 
all Sunday concerts throughout the entire 
country. He declared that he, on_ behalf 
of the Actors’ Alilance, was responsible for 
the raids made Sunday night at some of 
the theatres. . 

‘The alilance has remained inactive for 
some time,” he said, ‘‘ owing to the diffi- 
cujty we met with during the last city ad- 
ministration. We never could get any one 
to enforce the law. When the reform ad- 
ministration got into full swing we thought 
it about time to take some action. 

“I would like to have it thoroughly un- 
derstood that this crusade has not been in- 
stituted from a _ religicus standpoint, but 
simply and purely to give actors a day of 
rest. We have drawn up a bill covering 
Sunday theatrical performances, and we 
are szoing to take immediate steps to have 
it presented in every Legislature in the 
country. We expect to accomplish this 
end in two or three years.”

John D. Rockefeller Said to Want the 
Property for the Fifth Avenue 
Baptist Church. 


Acting, it is believed, for John D. Rocke- 
feller, a real estate agent: has made an 
offer of $500,000 to the Lotos Club for the 
purehase of its clubhouse, at 558 Fifth 
Avenue. Mr. Rockefeller, it is said, wants 
the Lotos Club property for the Fifth Ave- 
nue Baptist Church, now situated at 6 West 
Forty-sixth Street, and in the rear abuts 
upon the club’s property. The offer was 
made to one of the Directors of the Lotos 
Club about two weeks ago. J. D. Rocke- 
feller, Jr., is a Trustee of the church” 

The Rev. Dr. Rufus P. Johnston, the

RAIDED A STONE CRUSHER 


O’Reilly Marched His Men Up and 
Chopped Away the Chutes. 


With Park Department Men He Stopped 
the Work of a Noisy Machine in 
Forty-second Street. 


Capt. O'Reilly, followed by a score of po- 
licemen. bearing axes, yesterday afternoon 
came sweeping out of Sixth Avenue into 
Forty-second Street and. turned the corner 
in military fashion, moving eastward. Im- 
mediately back of them followed a delega- 
tion of sturdy employes of the Department, 
of Parks. They bore crowbars. 

The small army moved into position at 
the northwest end of Bryant Park, where 
the stone crusher Of the Degnon-McLean 
Contracting Company for the last year 
has been emitting sounds suggestive of 7 
nether and less joyous world. Mr. Murphy, 
Supegintendent of Small Parks, called on 
the man in charge to surrender. His name 
is Slatterly, and that demand he met with 
scorn, 

“Sure and the lot of ye may be Jerome 
men for all I care, and I be thinking that 
you have come to the wrong neighborhood. 
This ain’t Canfield’s. You'd better move on 
and hire a band.” 

Capt O’Reilly assured the frotector of 
the st6ne crusher that it would be better 
for him to get out of the way. Slatterly 
was in no mood to be trifled with, and 
dared the Captain to try to drive him from 
his postition on the second story of the 
structure. He waved defiance at the in- 
vaders, but one of them had come up be- 
hind during the discourse and seized him. 

The policemen handed over their axes to 
the men from the Park Department, and 
the work of destruction was begun. In 
the meantime merchants and others of the 
neighborhood had been attracted by the 
stoppage of the cars, the arguments, and 
the capture of Slatterly. One of them was 
inspired to an attempt at an epic, singing 
in a far-reaching baritone voice the fol- 
lowing words: 


Come, hearty lads, the axe to swing, 
Don't be too quick to drop it, 
Send the splinters a-flyin’ 
While the people are a-cryin’ 
That noise, you'll surely stop it. i 


Superintendent Murphy had devised a 
way of stopping the operation of the groan- 
ing stone crusher. He had decided that it | 
was not necessary to blow it up with the 
dynamite belonging to the contractors, and 
saw an easier plan in cutting away the 
chutes leading to and from the crusher. 
The crusher then would be as useless as a 
boiler without water. 

As Capt. O'Reilly, the work of destruc- 
tion completed, marched away with his po- 
licemen, the gallant men of the Department 
of Parks in the rear, they were cheered. 
No one would listen to the plaint of Slat- 
terly, who wanted to tell every one that if 
he had at his side two men from Galway, 
one to the right and one to the left, “ the 
outrage could never have been perpetrat- 
ed.”’
